12th—7 A. M —The Preerdent has passed a 
comfortable day. 
A t the evenicg dressing 
the wound was found to be doing well.

quantity secreted is gradually diminishing, 
and its character is healthy. The risejof tem ­ 
perature this afternoon reachsd the same 
point as yesterday.

for Portugal, where he had to superintend 
some arrangements for emigration for num­ 
bers of Portuguese to Hawaii. 
Ho told me 
he had been notch disappointed by his first 
glimpse of Paris and Vienna, whereas New 
Y ork had immediately struck him as being a 
very beautiful city. 
A nearer acquaintance 
with each had, however, greatly modified 
his impression. 
"A nd w hat,” said I, “ are yeur M ajesty’s 
impressions as to the comparative charms if 
the cities you have seen in traveling from 
one place to another ?” 
‘‘Comparisons are odious,” sm artly replied 
K ing K alakaua, in irreproachable English. 
“ I don’t want to h u rt anyone’s feelings.” 
1 then approached the chief object of my 
visit. 
“ H as your M ajesty,” I asked, ‘’no­ 
ticed the strange stories : float regarding your 
intention to cede or sell the .Sandwich Islands 
to a foreign power ?” 
“ Yes,” answered tho King, with sp irit; 
“ I first saw the story at Cairo ; but it was 
too ridiculous, I thought, to need contradic­ 
tion.

THE COTTON 
CROP. 


From exchanges an estim ate of tho c o t­ 
ton crop has been form ed. 
T his year the 
crop is well advanced 
throughout the 
South, ow ing to th e hot, forcing w eather 
everyw here in June. 
I t was the early 
m atu rity of the cotton in Southern Georgia 
th a t was th e chief cause of th e heavy re ­ 
ceipts of rtew-crop cotton last year before 
the 1st of Septem ber (32,291 bales.) 
Of 
th is am ount, 
th e receipts a t G alveston 
were 10,51:7 bales, while those of Savannah, 
were 12,43$ bales. 
T he previous year 
(th at of drought in Texas) Galveston re­ 
ceived 10,527 bales previous to th e 1st of- 
Septem ber. 
C onsidering th a t th e crop 
as 
indicated 
by 
th e 
first 
bales, 
is 
even earlier th an 
last 
year 
in 
b o th 
Texas and Southern Georgia, wo believe 
th a t 40,009 bales of new -crop cotton w ill 
be received this year by the 1st of Saptem - 
ber, unless there should be an exception­ 
ally rainy period th is m onth or th e next. 
The p lan t ia holding up very bravely in 
Texas. 
In some sections th e drought has 
been uninterrupted for six weeks, y et all 
our accounts agree th a t the p lan t has suf­ 
fered bu t little, if any. 
I t ia still grow ing 
and fruiting rapuily. 
T he reason seems to 
be m oro like th a t of 1876 than 1S79.

y et 
th e 
average 
yield

fell to 163 pounds. 
T he very heavy rains 
this year in M ay have had an effect, appa­ 
re n tly , q uite th e opposite of w h at m ight 
have been exprcte-d. 
Instead of inducing 
a lateral grow th of root th e p lant seems to 
have become deeply rooted, and now w ith ­ 
stands drought w ith exceptional -access. 
M fhatever th e cause, th e p lan t this year 
has suffered very little from drought in 
Texas or anyw here else.

Seed Parly—Grtat Increase in the Wheat 
Movement—Shipping Fruit—Pro­ 
ducers in Funds—Etc. 


The wtol-growers have obtained fair prices 
for a good spring clipping, aDd can do so for 
the fall clip. The fruit-growers are reapirg 
a harvest of money they have never reaped 
before. 
Hop-growera have also done well, 
and the general produce growers have found 
good m ark ets and prices for everything they 
have raised. 


MINOR AFFAIRS ACROSS THE SEA. 


One of the most emphatic lessons in grain- 
culture in California, taught by nature, is 
contained in the two words, “ seed early.” 
Before the advent of Americans into this 
State, nearly all the land now devoted to 
wheat and bar'ey cultnre wa3 covered with 
wild oats. This wild oat crop reseeded the 
land each fall, aud thur from year to year re­ 
produced itself. 
The wild oats ripened in 
May and June, and when fully ripe fell to 
the ground. As the summer advanced the 
eoil became dry aad opened innumerable 
little cracks or crevices, into which the ker­ 
nels of grain fell and remained secu.e 
from stock an 1 unchanged till the first rains. 
When the earth became dampened by the 
moisture these innumerable cracks and crev­ 
ices closed up, and thus covered the self- 
sowu seed, which immediately sprouted, and 
the blades from which covered the ground 
with a green covering early in the fall. Thus 
nature taught cot only early but dry sowirg. 
It took many years for man to learn the Us- 
soa which uature so plainly pointed out. For 
many years all our wheat lands were allowed 
to remain nnplowed till after the fall rains 
had softened them sufficiently to work well, 
a:ul consequently half the rainy season was 
past before seeding was fairly begun, and 
much of the seed did not get iuto the ground 
till late in the spring. As a result of this de­ 
lay grain-growing came to be looked upon as 
a very uncertain and unprofitable business. 
As early as I 860 4 a few farmers tried the 
experiment of summer-fallowing, with such 
satisfactory results that even in the diyest 
seasons California his bad within the last 
thirty years good average crops were pro­ 
duce i. 
These 
first 
experimenters 
did 
not, 
however, 
sow 
thsir 
sumicer- 
farrowed laud until after the fall rains had 
moistened up the soil and until the best and 
most grow n? fall season had passed. It took 
another ten years to learn that dry sowing 
p i-'-e ¡ei any advantage. 
Now, however, 
most of the summer-fallowed lands are sown 
before the first fall rains, and thus the full 
benefits of S .r i n 'i time and mode of sowing 
are secured. 
Owing to the unfavorable 
weather for winter plowing and sowing last 
winter, a large area of lanrt that was intended 
to be put into wheat was not seeded, but such 
lands were generally summer-fallowed and will 
be sown this fall. 
The owners of these 
lauds and of all lands now lying in sutnmer- 
fallow will doub.Ues put in practice the 
lessons of nature and b o w early before the 
first rains come, so that the young grain will 
have the bocefit of all the rains of the s.a- 
son, and of the warm growing weather of the 
early autumn. Trie only ri.-k in eowing thus 
early 
is 
in 
the 
fact 
that 
the first 
rain 
may 
be 
so 
light 
that 
it will 
only start the need and not give sufficient 
tm riture to keep up the growth till th9 next 
rain, or that after the first few light rains 
th us may come a drought to dry up the 
sprouted grain. 
We think, judging from the 
experience of the past, that tne chances of 
gain by early sowing are decidedly better 
than the chance* of loss. Pest experience 
has shown that grain in the fall will with­ 
stand a much greater drought than we have 
generally supposed it would. We have fre­ 
quently been frightened lest the early-sown 
■grain would be hilled out by the draught, tu t 
have seldom realized our fears in this reBpect. 
iim c farrutos have plowed up their early- 
sown grain, that seemed suffering from 
drought so badly that it looked impossible 
that it would recuperate, aud after resowing 
have found their ground double eeeded, 
and ha\e regretted 
th 'ir hasty action. 
Following up the lessons of nature in this re­ 
spect, we are reminded that the wild-oat crop 
never failed from drought occurring in the {all, 
and the seed of (he wild oats was planted in 
and on soilthat had never been cultivated, 
and was therefore hard and much le-s able to 
bold or sustain moisture to the newly-started 
seed than are our lamh that have been spe­ 
cially prepared for the seed eown. 


Activity in Shipping Wheat. 
The beginning of the present harvest year, 
from July 1, 1830 to June 31, 1881, has 
shown an unprecedented activity in ship­ 
ping wheat. In July there cleared from 
the port of San Francisco thirty vessels, each 
carrying a full cargo of wheat, against three 
vessels during the same month one year ago. 
A3 a partial explanation of this ¡.re it in­ 
crease in the wheat movement this year over 
last, it m aybe stated that the harvest last 
year was unusually late, while the harvest 
this year was, on the other hand, early. It 
may be also staled that we have now on hand 
of last year’s crop a much greater amount of 
■wheat than wa had last year cf the preceding 
year’s crop, and in fact a greater amount of 
carry over wheat is now on hand than ever 
before at the beginning cf the harvest year in 
this State. Then again, prices have favored 
the shipment, and farmers who had held on 
to their last year’s crop have foun 1 it 
n-ceisary to realize on 
it to pay the 
expenses 
of 
securing 
Ibis 
year's crop 
and to make ru m for storage of the same, 
lim era prefer the new crop, while farmers 
desire to get off their old crop first. 
Thus 
those who sold their last year's crop before 
the present harves’ cimmesccd realize ad­ 
vantages that they did not anticipate when 
they made the sales. They secured aa good 
prices or better than they couil get now, and 
uave saved inter rat, storage and shrinkage, 
and now find themselves pr.ferrod to their 
neighbors, with tbeir old wheat to sell. 
W ith the old crop added to the new one just 
harvrsted, wa have inora wheat for export 
thau we had c-n“ year ego ; and the prospect 
is now, judging from the beginning, that we 
will ship uiuch more wheat this year than 
wa did last. Though the rate of freight re­ 
mains high—from 02 shillings to SO shillings 
as the extremes—wheat-carrying vessels arc 
engacel in aovante of their airival There are 
now more vessels and a greater amount of 
carrying tonnage capaci y in port under 011- 
gacement than at any time for a year past, 
while the unengaged tonnage in port and to 
arrive is much less than a year ago. 
Every­ 
thing now indicates an active seas n of wheat 
shipments, and that our farmers have deter­ 
mined to reaiiz.- on their last and this season’s 
crops. 


Shipping Fruit 
It is now certain that a ranch larger amount 
of green fruit will ba shipped out of the Stale 
this year than ever before. Indeed, we think 
it safa to say t' cro las already been more 
shipped this sea on than has be n shipped in 
any one preceding season. 
We know some 
bouses have, up to this time, shipped more 
than twice the amount seat off by them at a 
corresponding date in any preceding year. 
In fact, we think it probable that they have 
bandied and sent out of the St»te about or 
spiite as much fiuit this year as Las been 
shipped out in all the years preceding. The 
indie Ui-»: sate that there will be shipped out of 
the State this year an unu -nally large amount 
grapes, much more than has 
r bee 
shipped in anyone year, and proba ly mora 
than has ever been shipped out in all the pre­ 
ceding shipments np to this time.

Above all ether agricultural pro ueera the 
fruit-growers lave reason to feel satisfied 
with their present nuecera and future pros­ 
pect*. 
Prosperity to the fruit-growers brings 
employment to a large number of lab >rers at 
a season of the year when other employment 
is scarce. 
I t also gives many boys employ­ 
ment that would otherwise ba umble to find 
anything to do. 
Boys can d 1 more work in 
climbin? trees and picking fruit than older 
persona, and can make themselves equally as 
useful in asror ing, wrapping and packing for 
market, and we hope tiny will seek and find 
this employment both in the orchards and in 
the shipping bouses in the tow s, So great 
has been the demand f >r fruit for shipping 
gre.-n, R' d fi r canning at the csnntries, lhat 
very little will go to waste, and we are in­ 
formed that comparativ.-ly little i* be in ­ 
ca nr cd an 1 preserved by private families. 
W hether this is besaus: 0; tfc • comparatively 
high prices of green frni% or because of the. 
feeli jg that it will be cheaper to buy fruit 
already canned than to buy it green and e,u 
it, we cannot say; but of one tbirg we think 
famines can r. s*. assured of, that they will 
have to pay larger prices fur c .ured fruit t¡.¡¡ 
year than hcretof .re Calif rnia canned frntl 
will ba in greater demand in the Atlantic 
-States and in Europe this year than ever I e 
fore, aad will command better price*. Cer- 
taialy. then, those who expect to buy it hi re 
m ire cheaply than heretofore will bn disap­ 
pointed. 


Producers in Funds. 
Every indication is that fibs producers of 
gri iltural products in this State will be in 
better condition financially this year than 
or many years back. They are unloading 
heir stocks of wheat, and at fair prices. 


SPORTING COLUMN. 


IN AND 
OUTDOOR AMUSEMENTS AND 


GAME CULTURE. 


There is now building at Nice a hand­ 
some and extensive pier for UBe as a pub­ 
lic promenade and pleasure resort. 
It 
begins at a point opposite the Public 
Garden aud extends out into the Medi­ 
terranean a distance of 400 feet. 
Tnere 
will be at the further end of it an orna­ 
mental building of large size for use aa a 
concert ball, reading-room and restaurant, 
with kiosks in its roof and a dome 36 
feet in diameter above the hall. 
Spa­ 
cious swimming baths will be set apart 
for ladies and gentlemen 
beneath the 
head of the pier. 
Some notion of the lax system of gov­ 
ernment which prevails in aud around 
the Tunisian capital may be obtained 
from a daring exploit recently performed 
there by a baud of mounted Arabs. 
In 
broad daylight, to the number of about 
SOO, they caine from the Kerouan dis­ 
trict to within six miles of Tunis and 
two miles of tho French encampment of 
Manouba, and carried away some 2,000 
camels belonging to the Bey. 
They ap­ 
pear to have made the entire journey 
without being discovered by any one in 
authority. 
Some of 
them were 
bold 
enough to appear at night under the very 
walls of the city. 
The English publishers of Lord Beacons- 
field’s works are about to issue a new edi­ 
tion of them to be known as the “ Hugh- 
endeu Edition.” Each volume will have a 
vignette chosen from some point in or near 
the manor house from which the edition 
takes its name. 
One will be from what 
are known aa “ The Golden Gates.” Sur­ 
prise has been expressed in England at the 
comprehensiveness of the recent sale of the 
dead Earl’s effects. 
Many articles that 
have been disposed of ought, it is felt, 
to have been preserved a3 family treasures : 
but, instead of this, the orders appear to 
have been to sell everything. 
Travelers who go hereafter to the Uilizi 
Gallery in Florence will have access to a 
very useful catalogue, which has been re­ 
cently made, of the prints and drawings 
in that noble storehouse of Italian art. 
There are in all about 40,000 prints and 
drawings, the chief of them being in that 
long room which leads from the Uffizi 
across the Arno to the P itti. 
It appears 
from this catalogue th at the bulk of the 
collection was presented by Cardinal Leo­ 
poldo dei Medici, who had purchased them 
at the sale of the Libro del Vasari. 
Au 
im portant addition was made to the collec­ 
tion in 1866 in the gift by' the sculptor 
Emilio Sautarelli of the 12,460 drawings 
which he had brought together originally 
for himself. 
Sir Gilbert Scott, whose name is so 
closely associated with the preservation of 
W estminster Abbey—particularly with the 
Chapter House—and who lies buried w ith­ 
in its walls, is not to fail of an appropriate 
memorial. 
One has already been com­ 
pleted, placed in position and unveiled. 
It lies in th at part of the Abbey nave 
which is immediately in front of the pul­ 
pit, and close to the grave of Sir Charles 
Barry, the architect of the House of P ar­ 
liament. 
In length it is nearly 8 feet, in 
width 4 feet 6 inches, and in thickness 
about 8 inches. 
Its surface is nearly 
covered with carved figures and inscrip­ 
tions in the brass. 
Dean Stanley was 
lying low in bis last illness when the cere­ 
mony' of unveiling took place. 
Home is making tremendous strides in 
the effort to place herself among the mod­ 
ern citie3 in spirit, outward appearance, 
and institutions ; and now th at she is to 
have her Derby, the city on the Tiber may 
fairly be said to have realized an important 
point in her ambition. 
However, it is in 
every way proper th at Rome should be a 
city in which hor3e-racing is a favorite 
pastime, for w ithout it she would not only 
be unworthy of a place among modern 
capitals, but would preserve and ioster but 
imperfectly one of the chief elements in 
her early fame. 
King H ubert has founded 
a cup of 24,0C0 francs, at his own expense, 
and the first race is set down for 1884. 
No horse will be allowed to enter except it 
was born and trained on Italian soil. 
Young Lemaitre, tho Parisian youth of 
15 years, who deliberately murdered with 
a knife, some months ago, a lad of 6, 
named Scbu-ner, has been fonnd guilty 
and sentenced to the maximum penalty 
of 20 years at hard labor and 10 of 
¡olice supervision. 
His own story is 
that the crime was the result of an irre­ 
sistible impulse to take somebody’s life. 
For the time being he “ saw everything 
red.” 
W ith his arms folded, and a man­ 
ner entirely impassive and without the 
least 
bravado, he gave to the Court a 
full 
account of the dreadful 
tragedy. 
Lemaitre is described as a lad of good 
appearance, his complexion being dark, 
bis meuth small and 
in no way cruel, 
and his eyes intelligent and sympathetic. 
On the eve of the crime, he saw a French 
adaptation of “ Jack 
Sheppard,” and in 
his possession were found several juvenile 
romantic stories and a copy of Bulwer’s 
“ My Novel." He was fond of plays, and 
criminal trials had an especial iuteiest for 
him. 
It is a narrow circle at best to which the 
fame of an accomplished librarian can ex­ 
tend itself, and it is a misfortune th at more 
lias not been known of the eminent one 
who died a few weeks ago at Oxford, in the 
person of Mr. Coxe, the librarian of the 
Bodleian collection. 
He was a man into 
whose long and honorable life there had 
entered, besides a wide and surprising 
knowledge of books, a large element of 
kindness and forbearance to all men, par­ 
ticularly to all who came into his library, 
and few men in Oxford enjoyed a wider cr 
more deserved popularity. 
He lived to see 
during lis own cdmÍLÍs:rit> n what it is 
nut given unto all head librarians of great 
collections to see—the beginning and com­ 
pletion of a general catalogue. 
This cata­ 
logue comprised 723 folio volumes, and 
enumerated more than 1,000,000 separate 
works. 
Besides this, he had had the satis 
faction to eee, in finished form, the cata­ 
logue of the ltawlinson manuscript and of 
the Syriac m anuscript; while a catalogue 
cf the Hebrew manuscript had got com­ 
pletely iuto type before iiis death, and one 
of the Persian collections was ready for the 
printer*. 
For the last 25 years cf 1 is life 
Mr. Coxe hed been, in addition to his li­ 
brary duties, the Rector of the parish cf 
W ytham. 
Constantinople ha3 a tragedy which, in 
any other city of Europe, would be looked 
upon as far out of the common. 
A Cir- 
Cibsian slave, who had been so ill-treated 
by Ali Bey, a Turkish official, that the 
marks of bis violence remained long upon 
her faci, sought refuge in the house of a 
Christian lady who belonged to a consular 
family. 
Though Ali Bey had a clear right 
iu the ey es of Turkish law to prevent any 
interference between himself and one of bis 
llaves, be said not a word against it, fear­ 
ing pen haps that an exposure of his case 
might injure his political fortunes, and the 
girl accordingly passed nndcr the lady's 
protection, living in her house as a servant. 
When the Turkish authorities 
became 
aware of this, they took it to bo very 
wrong that a Mussulman woman should 
live in a Christian household, and proposed 
that she either be transferred to the house 
of a Turkish Pasha or be married to some 
other Mussulman. N either of these planB 
did the girl like, and fearing she might 
be sent back to her former master, she 
became greatly excited, aud though con­ 
stantly watched, finally committed sui­ 
cide. 
Mussulman papers at once insinu­ 
ated th at the poor girl had been foully 
dealt w ith, aud the Sultan ordered a care­ 
ful inquiry to bo made. 
The body was 
accordingly exhumed and re-examined— 
with what result on the Turkish mind has 
not yet been learned.

blood he carries— long, blood-like neck, 
with sloping shoulders, deep through the 
heart, short back and strong loin, smooth 
coupling, with the best of legs and feet. 
He is not a heavily-muscled horse, but well 
proportioned at all points. His gait is easy 
and smooth, a medium between Maud S. 
and St. Julien—not as much action as 
Maud and more than Julien ; not so open 
behind as Maud, more so thau Julien. He 
has the same jaunty wave of the head—not 
so much as Maud S. has, which gives her 
such a fascinating, independent air in ac­ 
tion.

well back on tho pony, fasten the girth 
easy, and then put a separate girth over 
the can tie and around the belly near the 
sheath, which, made tight, keeps the saddle 
in the proper place.

Thomas de Qulncev (good master printer, prithee, 
do not capitalize that d! )once wrote a pajier on mur­ 
der considered as one of the fine arts; and Burbey 
d’Aureyilly has left cn record, in his admirable 
Dlabolitjues, a novelette in opuscular form, entitled 
“ Le fionheur dans le Crime."

M. Hans Van Braun, the celebrated 
commentator on Beaumarchais, delivered a 
critical and exegetical conference on “ A 
Masterpiece of Crime,” at -John street, 
Adelphi, at which members of most of the 
great literary clnbs, such as the Savage 
and Junior Garrick, were in attendance. 
The learned gentleman established anal­ 
ogies between Primrose and Hoffman, elu­ 
cidated the predisposing organic incentives 
to wrong-doing, mado a few happy digres­ 
sions into the Pelasgian attributes of the 
earlier rhapsodical drama, and linally ar­ 
rived at the deduction that Primrose was 
almost clever. 
To sum up, the book was a hit. It was 
praised by the judicious, it was damned 
with faint praise by the envious and those 
anxious to be smart, but it was read by 
all.The publisher rubbed his hands in se­ 
cret, and smiled as if he had good con­ 
science and appetite. 
Nevertheless, in all those criticisms, 
even the most battering, two things inev­ 
itably tarned up to worry Jonathan 
Smith. 
The first was that the writers obstinately 
persisted in taking his true name for a 
pseudonym, and in calling him Horatio 
Primrose. 
The second was that there was too much 
said of his rich imagination, and that the 
wonderful realism of his narrative was not 
brought into sufficiently strong relief. 
The absence of these two desiderata irri­ 
tated him to snch a degree that, in ponder­ 
ing over them he forgot all the happiness 
of his dawning renown. Some sensitive 
litterateurs are thus constituted ; even 
when the critics spread under them a bed 
of roses they arc querulous if thero be the 
slightest rumple in one of the leaves. 
As an instance of how he felt, it is well 1 
to give an anecdote of this stage of his ex­ 
periences. Walking down Oxford street 
one afternooD , an acquaintance congratu­ 
lated him on his book ; there was the ring I 
of the genuine metal in the w ork ; when 
would he give them something again like 
“ A Masterpiece of Crime ?” 
“ My good sir,” said the coming great 
inaD, “ your congratulations would take] 


another turn if you only knew the word 
of the enigma. My story is founded not 
on fiction, but on fact. The crime teas 
committed, literally as I have written 
down, and I am the assassin. My real 
name is Jonathan Smith !” 
He said this coldly, with an air of pro­ 
found earnestness, choosing his phrases de­ 
liberately, after the fashion of a speaker 
who wishes to impress his auditor that he 
is speaking the simple truth. 
“ Capital, by Jove ! capital, Mr. Prim­ 
rose !” exclaimed his acquaintance with a 
grin. “ The joke is worthy of Theodore 
Hook, ha, ha ! Of Theodore Hook, did I 
Bay ? Of Ned Sothem, rather.” 
The anecdote was printed in the gossip­ 
ing columns of all the society papers the 
same week. The mystification by which 
Horatio Primrose sought to pass himself off 
as an assassin was regarded as delicious in its 
humor. The rising author was, palpably, 
an original of the first water. And then 
upon Primrose, as a peg, were hung a set 
of funny anecdotes of the McArdle, whose 
lurking foible it was to be taken for a cir­ 
cus clown; of Yere de Vere, who had 
cards printed, “ Mr. Marwood, P. E., 
Horncastle, Lincolnshire,” which be loved 
to distribute among casual companions, and 
of little Lord Sheepshanks, who always 
represented himself in his cups as a band­ 
master in the Japanese Imperial Guard. 
Jonathan Smith was infuriated by those 
allusions. In makiDg his awful confession 
he had acted without exact sense of what 
he was doing. Now he felt an overpower­ 
ing need to be believed by somebody. 
He renewed his confession to every man 
he met about town. The first day this was 
spoken of as an excellent piece of drollery. 
The second the farce was called monoto­ 
nous. The third Primrose was voted a bore. 
By the end of the week he was declared an 
infernal nuisance, with his played-out 
“ chaff ” and his self-conceited whimsical­ 
ity. His unexpected success had turned 
his head. It was plain that the man had a 
bee in his bonnet; and his circle of good- 
natured friends bantered him to their 
hearts’ content. 
“ Ah ! this is too much of a good thing,” 
he cried to a knot of incredulous auditors 
in a corner of the Gaiety bar. “ Not one 
of you fellows is willing to credit me when 
I am telling you the candid truth. You 
won’t admit that I have not only de­ 
scribed, but executed ‘ a masterpiece of 
crime.’ All right. I shall soon put it 
beyond yea or nay. By this time to-mor­ 
row all London will know who is Jonathan 
Smith.” 
The following day lie presented himself 
at Bow street, before the magistrate who 
had committed the man Wiggins for trial. 
"Y our Worship,” he said, “ I have 
come to give myself up. I am Jonathan 
Smith.” 
" It is unnecessary to prolong the joke,”' 
said the magistrate, amiably. “ I am a 
subscriber to Mudie’s. I have read your 
story with a great deal of interest and 
pleasure ; and I am glad to have the privi­ 
lege of complimenting you upon it. I am 
also not unaware of the pleasantry you 
have been playing off on your friends for 
the past week or so. Another in my place 
would be annoyed at your attempt to turn 
a Police Court into a theater for practical 
joking ; but I have dabbled in literature 
myself in my time, and I can pardon the 
sally, since it affords me the pleasure of 
making your acquaintance.” 
" But I tell your Worship,” cried Jona­ 
than, impatient at this long-drawn-out 
urbanity from the bench—“ I tell you, 
emphatically, that this is no practical 
joke ! I swear to you on my most solemn 
oath that I am Jonathan Sm ith; that I 
did commit the murder iu Great Coram 
street; and, more than that, I can prove 
it to you.” 
“ Very good, sir,” said the magistrate, 
“ as we are not mightily busy to-day, and 
as I have got through the morning charges, 
I don’t mind humoring the pleasantry, I 
tell you beforehand, that I shall look upon 
it as a treat to hear how a subtle intellect 
like yours will set about demonstrating the 
absurd." 
“ The absurd! But I have written noth­ 
ing but the absolute truth. The cabinet­ 
maker was innocent. It was I who made 
away with—” 
“ My dear sir, I am under the impression 
I told you I read your story. If it please3 
you to relate it to me viva voce, it will 
give me infinite gratification ; but that will 
demonstrate nothing except what is familiar 
to me already—that you have a singularly 
rich and wierd imagination.” 
“ I needed no imagination to commit my 
crime.” 
“ Not to commit it, but to describe it, 
my dear sir, to describe it. W ith your 
permission, since you are on the subject, 
I’ll let you have a bit of my mind frankly. 
As for the style of the book, there, of 
course, you are the better judge. To my 
thinking, you gave just a little too free a 
rein to your imagination ; you passed the 
legitimate bounds of fancy ; you invented 
ceitain circumstances which outrage all 
probability.” 
“ But, again, I tell you—” 
“ Allow me, allow mo ! You will admit, 
at all events, that I have some competence 
respecting crime. 1 can assure you candid­ 
ly that yours was not what I should call 
combined naturally. That meeting with 
the nurse in Strand Hospital, for example, 
savors too much of the dens ex machina. 
The chloral is difficult toswallow.” (Here 
there was laughter in Court). “ There are 
many other small details which trip in the 
same way. As a piece of literary handicraft, 
your story is charming, original, moat skill­ 
fully worked up—in fact, what you gentle­ 
men would call thrilling. As a writer, I ad­ 
mit that your are perfectly justified in trav­ 
estying the reality, but your famous crime 
of itself is impossible. My dear Mr. Prim­ 
rose, I am sorry to say anything to hurt 
you ; but, while I admire you as man of 
letters, I must say you would make a very 
indifferent criminal.” 
“ I'll soon show you whether I would or 
not !” yelled Jonathan Smith, springing 
toward the magistrate. 
His mouth foamed, his eyes were blood­ 
shot, his whole frame shook with passion. 
He would have strangled his Worship if 
an usher, a warder, a police constable and 
a reporter had not rushed to the rescue. 
After considerable scuffling, the madman 
was mastered, his hands were handcuffed 
behind his back, he was seized by four 
stout constables, turned faced to earth and 
treated to a “ frog’s march” to the cells at 
the other side of the street. 
Five days afterward he was immured in 
Bethlehem Hospital. 
“ Genius, like beauty, is a perilous gift," 
said Atlas, in the World, the following 
Wednesday. “ Poor Primrose—by chance, 
the censorious may hint—one morning 
woke to find himself famous. He achieved 
a solitary chef d’o-uvrc ; and so possessed 
with it did he become, that in the end he 
believed in the substantiality of his dream. 
It is the old fable of Pygmalion growing 
amorous of his statue.” 
The most terrible feature in the case was 
that Jonathan Smith was not mad. He 
wa3 in perfect hold of his faculties, which 
but added to the tortures of his disap­ 
pointed mind. 
“ Gracious goodness!” he said to him­ 
self, in the solitude of his cell, “ I am the 
most unhappy of men. W hat have I doue 
that I should thus be crushed under the 
weight of misfortun* ! They will neither 
believe in my name nor in my crime. 
When I am dead I shall pass for simple 
Horatio Primrose, a newspaper hack, who 
had the luck to imagine one clever story, 
and only one, and they will take for a 
creature of fiction this Johnathan Smith— 
my very self, the man of coolness, of deci­ 
sion, of action—the hero of ferocity, the 
living negation of remorse. Oh ! let them 
hang me, if they choose—I ask for it—but 
at least let the truth be known ! 
If it 
were only for a minute before putting my 
neck into the halter ; if it were only for a 
second while the white cap was being 
pulled over my head ; if it were only dur­ 
ing the space of a lightning flash—I wish 
to have the certainty of my glory, the 
vision of my immortality.” 
But the doctors only looked upon him as 
madder than ever. They took his com­ 
plaints as hysterical ravings, and treated 
his paroxysms with shower baths. 
At length, as the inevitable effect of liv­ 
ing in this fixed idea and of keeping the 
company of lunatics, he became a complete 
and a confirmed lunatic himself. 
And then—precisely then—oh, irony of 
Fate ! the doctors pronounced him sane, 
and discharged him with a certificate that 
he was cured. 
Jonathan Smith ended by imagining that 
he was really Horatio Primrose, and that 
he had never been an assassin. 
He died in the conviction that he had 
dreamed his Masterpiece of Crime instead i 
of having committed it.—[Tinsley's Maga- j

As impatient as were the Parisians to 
begin the fete of the 14th, so are they as 
loth to abandon it entirely, for even to-day 
numerous flags are to be seen waving to 
the breeze from every house of the city, 
and innumerable lampions still remain 
before the windows awaiting the illumin­ 
ations of the evening. Quella fete ! As 
was predicted it proved to be more mag­ 
nificent than that of last year, for at their 
first trial the people were almost afraid to 
give vent to their joy, it was such a new 
thing for them to have a fete all to them­ 
selves, it was difficult for them to believe 
that it was their own fete and net that of 
the birth of some new sovereign who gave 
orders for them to be joyful as he would 
give for any other ceremony which was to 
reflect glory on hiir.self. Yes, it was diffi­ 
cult for the French people to believe that 
they would ever be able to celebrate those 
liberties acquired by their ancestors many 
years ago, after generations of horrible 
sufferings; that their day had at last come, 
and they could freely and in all security 
enjoy the frnits of the great deeds of their 
forefathers. It was easy to perceive that 
this was 
THE PEOPLE’S FETE, 
For the enthusiasm was thoroughly spon­ 
taneous and national, and the poorer the 
persons, the lower they were down in the 
social grade, the more demonstrative were 
they in their expressions of joy and grati­ 
tude, as though the benefit were greater to 
themselves. It would be impossible to de­ 
scribe the grandeur and majesty of this 
fete ; it was as though each three-colored 
cloth, each lantern, each festoon possessed 
a voice of its own, and were singing one 
loud chorus of joy. The windows were no 
longer visible for the flags which covered 
them, and that which was especially touch­ 
ing was to see in the more narrow streets, 
ordinarily gloomy aud unattractive, the 
finest and most elegant of the decorations, 
for the working people had brightened and 
beautified their dwellings, which took upon 
themselves all the gayety of their own 
hearts ; and as though not satisfied with 
ordinary ornaments, their own ingenuity 
had devised mottoes and garlands appro­ 
priate to the occasion, these last extending 
across from one dwelling to another, as 
though uniting them more closely in 
bonds of sympathy and fraternity. The 
higher up traveled the eye to the modest 
dwellings of the modest poor, the greater 
the brilliancy and the more numerous were 
the colored lights, which seemed to joy­ 
fully mingle their rays with the stars above. 
I do not know whether it is I have grown 
like the Parisians and rejoice also in fetes, 
but I acknowledge that I experienced the 
contagion of happy strains which seemed 
to be singing through every one’s heart. 
There was something awfully imposing 
and impressive in the pulse throbbingB of 
two millions of people surrounding you, 
beating to the measure of oue thought, and 
which seemed to create 
AN ELASTIC CURRENT, 
Carrying yon with it whether yon willed 
or not. Every face bore a smile, and 
cheerful happiness was written upon every 
brow, which had the singular effect, how­ 
ever, of swelling my heart and bringing 
tears to my eyes, so beautiful seemed to 
me the sentiment of patriotism. For that 
day the people were their own police, and 
thus gave the guardians of the city’s se­ 
curity a holiday also. All horses and 
vehicles were forbidden the streets after C 
o’clock in the evening, and it was a strange 
sight to perceive the people moving along 
the center of the street as well as on the 
Bidewalks, as insouciant and happy as 
though following their accustomed path. 
All were at liberty to do whatever their 
fantasies or instinct might suggest, as no 
restraint was placed upon them, yet never 
could a more calm or orderly crowd be 
seen. As no carriages were allowed, each 
one had to depend on his own legs to carry 
him from one point to the other in order to 
see the illuminations and decorations ; that 
the rich jostled the poor, the aristocrat the 
bourgeois, and the bourgeois the artisan, 
and nothing could be more democratic and 
pleasing to see than this crowd, smiling and 
happy, all bent on the same business and 
awed by the same fairy-like scene before 
them. The most perfect order was main­ 
tained everywhere, smothered laughter 
and exclamations of joy were heard on all 
sides, but not one ill-natured sound or re­ 
mark. Good humor reigned supreme, and 
that which has always impressed me in the 
French character strongly impressed me 
on this occasion—their entire and wonder­ 
ful abandon to the pleasure and happiness 
of the moment. Are they not in that true 
philosophers, and cau man expect to ac­ 
complish more in this world, haunted as he 
is by unattained desires and pursued by re­ 
gretful souvenirs ? 
THE REVIEW 
Was very fine, although perhaps less in­ 
teresting in some respects than last year, 
since there was no distribution of flags, 
and the number of soldiers was not so 
great, owing to the present war in Algiers, 
which has called away a great many troops, 
but the defile was superb and it was almost 
impossible to tell which company did bet­ 
ter than the others, jso perfect did each 
seem in its step and deportment. No voice 
was heard during the entire exercise, for 
all movements were performed by command 
made through signs by aid of a sword in 
the General’s hand, which proved a most 
satisfactory innovation. The review was 
for 2 o’clock, and promptly at that hour 
the President and his suite made their ap­ 
pearance, the guns were fired, and the 
ceremony began, lasting an hour and a half, 
each company passing in review before the 
estrade containing President Grevy and 
other state officials. In spite of the ex­ 
tremely warm weather, the affluence of 
people was very great, and as early as S 
o’clock in the morning all public convey­ 
ances, boats and omnibuses, were crowded 
with persons carrying their lunches with 
them, and all moving in the direction of 
Longchamps. Since Longchamps is in the 
heart of the Bois de Boulogne, they found 
it both pleasant and convenient to take 
their morning meal on the green sward and 
under the shade of the trees. The heat on 
that day resembled the heat of our 4th of 
July in the Eastern States, and it was a 
proof of how fond are Parisians of military 
shows to have braved the ardent glances of 
old Sol on that occasion. The cstrades 
were crowded with ladies and gentlemeD, 
the former exquisitely dressed in light 
shades, [lightened by the national colors, 
when the costume was not composed of 
drapery of red, white and blue. These 
peraons were so fortunate as to be covered 
by the roofs of the estrades, but their 
number was limited, aud a much greater 
number, while their tickets called for 
chairs, were, although seated, without an 
awning above their heads, and the majority 
of the spectators were not only exposed to 
the scorching rays of the sun, but were 
obliged to stand outside of the arena. Am­ 
bulances were stationed at four points of 
the grounds, which proved no unnecessary 
precaution, for a number of persons, and 
particularly soldiers, were suustrnck or 
fainted away from the effects of extreme 
heat and fatigue. However, it has Bince 
been reported that there have been no se­ 
rious cases of illness, and all arc on a fair 
way of recovery. The poor soldiers, some 
of them, traveled on foot that morning 
from Versailles, which was so crnel, but 
others came from Vincennes, a fearful dis­ 
tance, and after reaching Paris and cross­ 
ing the entire city, continued out to Long- 
champ for the review, and did not reach 
the barracks nntil lato in the night, after a 
day of exceptional sufferings and fatigne. 
Each soldier was armed as though for war, 
which weight did not contribute to his 
comfort during the exercises. It is prob­ 
ably just as well that their strength should 
be taxed with regard to heat, for it seems 
that, poor fellows, their fighting ground is 
to be in Algiers for some time hence. 
ONE OF THE PLEASING FEATURES 
Of the entertainment was the strains of 


the “ Marseillaise” which continually 
reached yonr ear, and it appeared to have 
an inspiriting effect on both the soldiers 
and the audience. It seems almost incredi­ 
ble that a law had to be passed before that 
beautiful and most patriotic hymn could be 
sung by the French people. During the 
Presidency of MacMahon any one who was 
heard singing the “ Marseillaise,” even iu ' 
solitary woods, was arrested, and although 
permission was invariably demanded at 
every public reunion for the muses to play 
it, or the andience to sing it, snch was 
never granted. I remember that at the 
distribution of rewards during the last 
great Exposition, the entire audience 
begged for the "Marseillaise ” as a fit ex­ 
pression of their joy and patriotism, but it 
was refused them on the grounds that it 
might offend the august ears of the differ­ 
ent monarchs present. Yet when the dif­ 
ferent monarchs return to France to day, 
they do not in the least intimate that they 
are scandalized, and it is safe to wager that 
they esteem the French the more for their 
courage and independence in professing 
what they feel. The fete in the day time 
was certainly grand ; bnt what a fairylike 
scene it presented in the evening! 
Every building belonging to the Govern­ 
ment, including the churches, were illumin­ 
ated by rows and rows of gas jets, and the 
letters “ ft. F.” surrounded by a wreath 
of the most delicate leaves which seemed 
to have been formed alone by fairy fingers. 
Gambetta’s residence was conspicuous for 
its brilliancy and its numerous blazing de­ 
signs. The lights from these buildings 
flooded the entire city and rendered the 
night like day. Added to these were mill­ 
ions and millions of Venetian lanterns, fill­ 
ing all windows, that one was fairly dazzled 
with the colored rays. The principal part 
of the fete in the evening was to be seen in 
the Garden of the Tuillerics, the Place de 
la Concorde, and the illuminations extended 
all up the Champs Ely sees to the Arc de 
Triomphe, and from there down the Avenue 
de Bois de Boulogne to the lake in the 
Bois itself. 
There on the bosom of the 
waters were myriads of small boats covered 
with Venetian lanterns, and their oarsmen 
decked in fancy costumes. Some of these 
boats as they moved along represented 
pantomimes of subjects belonging to the 
first Revolution, or the taking of the 
Bastiles. Later, magnificent fireworks were 
sent off from the center of the lake, whose 
effect was splendid, reflected again and 
again in the waters around, at the same 
time all the trees were hung with colored 
lanterns, and one asked himself if he had 
not been transported to some other and 
more mysterious plant. 
THE GARDEN OF THE TL'II.LERIES 
Was something marvelous. 
Forming a 
circle around the basin of the fountain 
were numerous tall poles headed by flags, 
and attached to these myriads of small 
cups of different colors and filled with oil 
in which burned a taper. The colors and 
lights were so blended that even at a short 
distance you would not learn their origin ; 
they represented different designs, each 
pole bearing an escutcheon of its own or a 
harp with the letters “ R. F.” in the cen­ 
ter. The effect cannot be imagined, and 
the whole was arranged with that exquisite 
taste for blending shades and colors for 
which the French are renowned. From 
the blaze of these colored lights one en­ 
tered the Place de la Concorde, where 
festoons of gas lights covered with small 
white globes were a new surprise, they 
seemed so many garlands of beautifully 
illuminated white flowers, and the effect 
was most fairy-like. These festoons ex­ 
tended in every directions, over the Place 
de la Concorde, and all the way up the 
Champs Elvsees to the Arc de Triomphe, 
which was ablaze with uncovered gas jets. 
The fine bronze fountains of the Place ap­ 
peared in that light grander than ever 
as the waters dashed into the air to catch 
the sparkle of the luminous bodies around 
them. Friends and relatives all calmly 
promenaded back and forth, expressing by 
exclamations the wonder of the beautiful 
sight before them, or holding their breath 
in awe, and it did seem very strange to see 
the Place de la Concorde so metamor­ 
phosed and people only filling the space 
where vehicles were accustomed to paBS 
with unusual speed. Fireworks were sent 
off in four different parts of the city, of un­ 
usual magnificence, the chief piece being a 
figure of the Republic dressed in the na­ 
tional colors and the Phrygian bonnet on 
her head. A little boy Baid to me that it 
was so grand, so tall, that it reached to the 
sky. 
Platforms were erected in every 
quarter of Paris for dancing, an estrado 
higher up was placed for the musicians, 
and wherever you might wander sounds of 
the merry dance would meet your ear. 
Everybody had his fill of enjoyment, and 
of the two millions of people congregated 
in the French capital to take part in the 
national fete, not a single accident or dis­ 
turbance was recounted.

The Georgians—Tho Sailor's Handy Book 
and Y&chtman’s Manual—The Earl 
of Mayfield—Insects. 


When the Princess Louise was leaving 
Windsor the other dny for LondoD, she 
found the royal waiting-room occupied by 
his Majesty the King of the Sandwich 
Islands. To avoid a breach of etiquette, 
the Princess had to take a seat on the plat­ 
form till the train backed into the station. 


From A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, we have one of Charles Scribner & 
Co.’s (New York) latest issues. It is entitled 
"The Sailor’s Handy Book; a Yachtman’s 
Manual.” It is by E. F. Qualtraugh, of the 
United States Davy, and though a small book 
is a perfect pack of valuable matter, worth to 
any one thrice the $3 50 asked for it. It is 
of value not alone to the seafaring man, bnt 
to landsmen as well, because it makes clear 
so many nautical things they ought to clearly 
understand, and besides it has a vast deal of 
matter which is useful for any state of life. 
Nantical subjects in convenient form 
have been treated by many English 
writers, but never before in such a 
thorough way by an American. The 
author devotes 
the opening chapter 
to the subject of piloting, rates of pilotage 
for all ports of the United States, and the 
rule of the road at sea. This latter important 
topic he would have so thoroughly understood 
that there should be no room for indecision or 
doubt, since it is the lack of its observance 
which leads to so many collisions between 
steamboats and Bteamboats and sailing ves­ 
sels. In two chapters, winds currents and 
navigation, all of which are essential parts of 
a seaman’s education, are fully treated. The 
rigging of various kinds of vessels, with the 
most approved appliances of hoisting and 
furling sails, is next considered, together with 
many indications of a miscellaneous and val­ 
uable character. Then boats, launches, and 
the management of them in all kinds of 
weather and under all circumstances, are 
thoroughly written np. A most import­ 
ant chapter is that on yachts and 
yachting. All known types of yachts are 
described, both English and American, and 
tables of their different measurement given, 
so that comparisons can be made. Mr. Qual- 
traugh, recognizing the natural inclination of 
the yachtsman’s taste, Belects the cutter rig 
as the one destined to be most popular in thiB 
country, as it is to-day in England, and, 
therefore, takes it as his type in giving the 
names of rigging, tackle, sails, etc. In the 
volume may be found some excellent advice 
about racing, cruising, and the management 
of yachts in all emergencies, and an important 
chapter on this subject is brought to a close 
by questions in fore and aft eeamanfhip for 
working a vessel in all kinds of weather and 
water, from a calm to a cyclone. The book 
concludes with a treatise on steam-engines 
and steam engineering, and with a very com­ 
prehensive description of the marine eDgine. 
But it is, in addition, a book of receipts and 
directions as to painting, staining, amateur 
surgery, sick-room care, nursing, and a hun­ 
dred other matters useful to know,'and much 
that everyone should understand when the 
emergency is at hand demanding prompt ac­ 
tion aud the doctor twenty miles away. 
Amateur sailors, by all means, should possess 
this boob, and it will be found by educators 
very valuable as a book of reference, from 
which thev can glean useful instruction for 
their pupils. 
“ The Georgians” is the title of another of 
the Round-Kobia series, published by James 
R. Osgood k Co., Boston. It is an attrac­ 
tive novel, but with a most unsatisfactory 
ending, a suspicion of the unhappiness of the 
hero and heroine being awakened, and, as we 
think, most unjustly. It is the story of a 
pure, high-minded beautiful American woman 
married to a blaze roue, a Russian Count, 
when she was but yet a girl. His vices dis­ 
gust her, and hate takes the place of esteem. 
He goes to a mad-house as the result of his 
dissipation, and she to erj >y the estate left 
her by an uncle in Georgia. There she meets 
with an ideal man, a very Adonis—true, de­ 
vout, honorable, chaste. He, unaware of her 
incumbrance, loves her. and she reciprocates 
this affection and confesses her love for 
him. Shortly her husband dies, and these 
two are free to marry. It then occurs to her 
that she was unchaste in loving while legally 
bound to her roue, and to him that it wa9 dis­ 
honorable to have loved one in her condition 
before she was legally freed, and this makes 
both doubt their own happiness. But they 
marry, and the reader is left to believe the 
venture was not so happy a one as might have 
been had both concealed the truth until the 
Count died—a bit of prudish sentimentality 
with which we have no sympathy and in 
which we do not for a moment place the 
slightest faith. They loved because they 
must; they were honorable and true till free 
to marry, and that they hid loved while one 
was bound was no shame to them, inasmuch 
as either was helpless to prevent it, though 
strong enough to resist the temptations it 
brought with it. 
“ Christian Institutions ” is the title of a 
large volume from the press of Charles Scrib­ 
ner’s Sons, New York. It is a series of es­ 
says on ecclesiastical subjects by the late 
Dean Stanley, of Westminster. It is need­ 
less, perhaps, to more than name the distin­ 
guished author, to command respect for his 
work. He treats of Baptism and its history, 
form of administration, and what the church 
claims for it; the Eucharist, and its institu­ 
tion and meaning ; the Eucharist and the 
early church ; the Eucharistic sacrifice ; the 
real presence and theory of misuse of para­ 
bolical language, the prevalence of magic, 
etc. ; the body and blood of Christ; abso­ 
lutism ; ecclesiastical vestments ; the Basil­ 
ica ; the clergy ; the Pope ; the Litany ; the 
Roman catacombs ; the creeds of early Chris­ 
tians ; the Lord’s Prayer; the Council and 
Creed of Constantinople ; and lastly, of the 
Ten Commandments. 
From T. B. Peterson & Bros., Philadelphia, 
we have “ The E irl of Mayfield,” a histor­ 
ical novel, by Thomas P. May. This novel 
has been in such demand that it has reached 
the eighth edition. It was first published 
anonymously. The author very indignantly 
denies that he has attributed to President 
Lincoln language not characteristic of him. 
Mr. May was during the war a resident of 
the South, and a consistent Union man 
throughout the war of tire rebellion. The 
plot of the story is carefully and skillfully de­ 
veloped, and the characters are happily con­ 
ceived. The opening scenes transpire in the 
sunny South. From this country the scene 
shifts to Italy, with which lovely region of 
Europe the writer is familiar. The eventB 
in the dosing chapters transpire in England, 
and an English home is described. The dia­ 
logue has a sustained interest, and the whole 
book is a pleasant, healthful Btory. 
“ The Exiles” is the title of a new novel 
from tho press of T. B. Peterson k Bros., 
Philadelphia. It is by Victor Tissot and 
Constant Amero, and is translated from the 
French by George D. C >x. It is a Russian 
love story of much power and originality. 
The scene is laid in Siberia. The leading 
characters are Yegor Semenoff, a political 
convict; Xallege Davidcff, his betrothed; 
Lidíelas, a Polish boy ; M. Eaflaur, a liberty- 
loving French dancing-master ; and Yermac, 
Chief of Police of Yakoutsk. Yegor, Nadege 
and Ladislas, aided by M. Lafleur, undertake 
to escape across Siberia. They are followed 
by Yermac, but reach the Polar regions, 
meeting with all kinds of exciting and peril­ 
ous adventures. The plot is developed in a 
skillful manner, and it is impossible to fathom 
the mysteries until, in the proper place, they 
are explained. 
From Oliver Diteon k Co., Boston, we 
have of new sheet music six songs and piano 
pieces, which seem to be good hot weather 
music, and are suggestive of summer sights 
and sounds : How Molloy’d 11 Great Grand­ 
mother ” (35 cents) suggests these is not so 
clear, but doubtless she lived in the country; 
there can be no mistake, however, abont 
“ The Death of the Nightingale” (30 cents), 
by Henschel, who takes the words from 
“ The Persian of Hafiz;” and “ That 
Traitor Love ” (35 cents), by J. Roeckel, is 
especially busy in snmmer, when fragrance is 
in the air and lanes are shady, cool and dim. 
“ The Dream of the Shepherdess ” (30 cents), 
by Labitzky, a piano piece, is undoubtedly a 
summer idyll; and that grand triumphal 
march, “ AI1 the Rage ” (35 cents), by

J. C. C., our t’asadena correspondent, 
writes to the Household Department: 
We are having a surfeit of small fruits, 
and it is grievous to seo the great ropes of 
blackberries and raspberries bending to 
the earth ungathered, while the late piue 
strawberries are asking to be eaten. Mean­ 
while the procession of peaches and nec­ 
tarines are hurrying for*an!—one has no 
rest under this burden of blessings. If the 
warm weather did not induce laziness we 
would have a “ small.fruit ” party every 
evening, to prevent waste. With all the 
world to chose from in the way of dessert 
fruits, workiognien are just as ready for a 
steak or leg of mutton as if they did not 
exist, and when the three substantial 
meals are eaten and cleared away the can­ 
ning business becomes very irksome. 
Just how much of anything is enough 
is 
one of 
the hardest things in 
the world to settle; but I 
fancy 
many 
a 
tired 
mother 
would 
say, “ Bread and cheese and kisses.” Why 
do not people appreciate nectarines ? Ours 
are bursting globes of delicious honey, more 
piquant than the peach, and pleasanter.to 
eat from the tree. But there is scarcely 
any demand for them in the local markets, 
and none whatever in the canneries of l-os 
Angeles. Dried, they sell for no inore than 
unpeeled peaches ; canned, with a little 
more sugar than is used with peaches, they 
make a far richer addition to the dessert, 
and a nectarine tart is one of the most 
toothsome of table luxuries; but the public 
have not yet got acquainted with their 
merits. Apricots are still in demand as 
fresh fruit, but are nearly all gone. The 
feathered flock', which have taken to large 
a percentage of the profits of the apricot 
crop, appear to have gone with them, and 
do not tiouble the midsummer peaches and 
grapes. 
Speaking of peaches, I cannot see any 
difference between the Amsden and Alex­ 
ander here. I notice in the report of a 
meeting of the Georgia State Horticultural 
Society, a member stated “ that he had 
heard dealers say that they would not 
hesitate to fill an order for Amsdens with 
Alexanders, and vice versa,” and this may 
possibly account for the confusion in our 
nomenclature. 
The early Rivers is our 
finest table peach, and makes an exceeding­ 
ly rich preserve, but is too delicate for trans­ 
portation or for drying. If our nair.es are 
correct the Snow peach is next in order. 
Our Waterloos, which were excellent last 
year, are very late and small. The Aus­ 
tralian saucer peach has been unusually 
large and perfect, and there is no peach 
that we like better with our coffee. It is 
good for preserving whole. 
We are learning to use limes and lemons 
very coi stantly in our cooking and on the 
table, wherever vinegar would be neces­ 
sary. Nothing could lie more wholesome, 
and the free use of these acids is believed 
to be almost a specific for rheu­ 
matism. 
Game, 
especially the deli­ 
cate meat 
of 
the “ cotton tail,” 
is improved by dipping it in hot lime 
or lemon juice, to which salt, pepper and 
a little butter has been added before, laying 
it upon the gridiron. When done cut 
gashes in the meat and pour over the sauce 
to make the gravy. Miss Juliet Corson 
could not improve upon this dish. 
Sweet corn is better than usual this 
year—less troubled with the corn worm. 
If anything can be better than a roasting 
ear done to a delicate brown, it is a baked 
dish of corn and chicken, prepared after 
the following reciept: Stew a fat chicken 
in just water enough to cover it, with 
pepper and a slice of salt pork, until it is 
tender. Cut the com from twelve plump 
ears and boil it in water, adding milk, 
butter and seasoning as the water boils 
away, until it is ready for ordinary use on 
the table. When cool add four well- 
beaten eggs and a teacup full of sweet 
cream to the corn. Line a pudding dish 
with tho pieces of chicken, pour over the 
corn mixture and bake the whole for half 
an hour. This “ dainty dish, fit for a 
no accom panim ent except 
kiD g” needs 
white bread. 
Recipes. 
R ice M u ffin s.— Ingredients: 
Cold 
boiled rice, one cup ; flour, one pint ; eggs, 
two ; milk, one quart; butter, one table­ 
spoonful ; salt, one tablespoonfnl. Beat 
the above together very thoroughly, and 
bake quickly. 
P lu m M a rm a la d e .—Choose plums that 
are fully ripe. Scald them till the skins peel 
off, and take out the stones. Allow a 
ponnd and a half of sugar to a pound of 
fruit; let them lie in the sugar a few hours, 
then boil to a smooth mass. 
D elicious M u ffin s.—Ingredients : Egg, 
one ; milk, one pint ; flour, one pint; salt, 
half a teaspoonful. Beat the egg light; 
add part of the milk and all the flour ; then 
all the remaining milk. Bake twenty min­ 
utes in buttered tins, and serve hot. 
S w eet T om ato P ic k le .—Seven pounds 
of tomatoes peeled and sliced ; pour off the 
water; p u tin a kettle with three pounds 
of sugar, one quart of vinegar, a two-ounce 
stick of cinnamon, one-half an onnce of 
whole cloves, and boil till thick. 
Sponge C ake fo r Two.—Beat the whites 
of four eggs to a stiff froth ; add one tea­ 
cup of sugar, then the yolks, lastly one tea­ 
cup of flour. The whole receipt does not 
make a large cake, and it might lie easily 
divided. To be perfect it must aIttxnjs be 
put together in the order given in the re­ 
ceipt. 
SrRUCE B e e r.—Hops, two ounces ; sas­ 
safras in chips, two ounces; water, ten 
gallons. Boil half an hour, straiD, and 
add brown sugar, seven pounds ; essence 
of spruce, one ounce ; essence of ginger, 
one ounce; pimento, ground, one-half an 
ounce. Put the whole in a cask and let it 
cool; then add one-half pint of yeast; let 
it stand twenty four hours, and bottle it. 
Lam bs’ T ong ues.—They are offered in 
market pickled and raw. Pickled tongues 
should be split lengthwise, and served 
with a few sprigs of parsley. Unpickled 
tongues are cooked in various ways. They 
may be boiled, minced fine, seasoned with 
salt and pepper and spices, pressed into 
a form and potted. They are often sim­ 
ply boiled and served on the table with 
the heart. 
C o rn C akes fo r Two.—Sift a cupful 
of cornmeal into a bowl or tray, make a 
hole in it, put in salt, soda and shortening 
as for biscuit, break in two eggs, stir with 
a strong spoon until the eggs are well 
broken and mixed, then with new butter­ 
milk or sour milk make into a batter. 
Bake in a brisk oven. Have the cake 
three-fourths of an inch thick when it goes 
in the oven. 
S tew ed P e a rs .—If small and ripe, cut 
out the blossom end without paring or 
coring. Put into a sauce-pan with water 
enongh to cover them, and stew until ten­ 
der ; add one-half cup of sugar for every 
quart of pears and stew all together ten 
minutes ; take out the pears and lay them 
in a covered bowl to keep warm ; add to 
the syrup a little ginger or a few cloves ; 
boil fifteen minutes longer, and pour over 
the fruit hot. 
F rica ssee of O n io n s.—Peel two or 
three dozen ef the very small, round, 
white onionB; sprinkle them with salt; 
let them remain for half an hour ; then 
roll them upon a cloth to dry them 
slightly, and dredge with flower ; throw 
them into a stew-pan in which you have 
melted two ounces of fresh butter; then 
toss them over a gentle fire for five min­ 
utes ; drain the fat from them, add a pint 
of rich milk, minced lemon-peel, white 
pepper, salt and butter. Simmer for ten 
minutes, and serve in the sauce. 
M ix e d C ho w -C ho w .— Take radish pods, 
green peppers, long and round, green 
grapes, nasturtiums, peaches, cherries, 
string beans, cauliflower, button onions, 
pour over them a hot brine that will bear 
an egg, and let them stand four days, stir­ 
ring them every day. Them make a pickle 
very warm with spices, and after it has 
been boiled, and the ingredients well dried 
from the brine, pour it over them boiling 
hot; mustard seed may be added, and 
then it must be covered close from the air. 
This will keep, if well prepared, two 
years.

WHAT? 


Unless the men who have deposed Conk- 
ling are determined to do better with the 
political situation in New York, the change 
may after all prove to have been delusive 
as regards tke prospect of reform. 
To 
have exchanged one 41 Boss ’’ for another 
would not have been worth while. 
It is 
true that in some things Coakling was pe­ 
culiarly offensive, but it was not necessary 
to make deadly war upon him for these 
m atters alone. 
Ilis unpardonable sin was 
that of his “ Bossship,” and that it is which 
must not be restored in any form. 
Col­ 
lector Ltobcrtson has given some hope of 
better things by stating upon assuming 
office that he intended to make no present 
removals, and none at all save for the pub­ 
lic benefit, but of course when men talk 
about the public benefit they may mean 
anything or nothing, and it would have 
been much more satisfactory had Mr. Rob­ 
ertson plainly declared th at he would 
maintain and abide by the rules already in 
force in the New York Custom-house. The 
friends of Conkling talked for a time of 
making a fight against the party in New 
York this fall, but the indications arc that 
nothing of the kind will be done, because 
Conkling will have no followers left by 
that time. 
The opportunity of the re­ 
formers, however, has arrived. 
It is their 
duty to step to the front and see that the 
old “ machine ” is not restored. 
It is of 
no use pulling down one “ Boss” merely 
to put up another, and it is to be hoped 
that if President Barfield survives he will 
put his hand to the plow of civil service 
reform, and help those who in New York 
have yet to fight more thaD one battle 
against the spoils system before they can 
claim to have succeeded in destroying it. 


THE 
CHINESE 
STUDENTS. 


It seems that one reason why the Chinese 
students are being withdrawn from the 
U nited States is because the naval and 
military schools here are closed against 
them. 
They can go to Eogland or Ger­

in the world, being made up of every kind 
and degree of men. 
That such a people 
should exclude all not native-born from 
their naval And military schools is, to say 
the least, inexplicable. 


THE OLD STORY. 


Yesterday two more victims to coal oil 
wers added to the long catalogue of fatal 
disasters caused by sheer recklessness. 
The poor girl who wes burned to death at 
Visalia adm itted that .her father had fre­ 
quently cautioned her shout using coal oil 
to light the firs with, bai though she knew 
thc danger she persisted, ¿snd now she is 
dead. 
It might be thought fihat very few 
facts had been more fully advertised than 
this of the danger of coal oil, but never­ 
theless no wedk passes without bringing 
fresh contributions to the army of foolish 
girls and women who will insist upon the 
fatal experiment, no m atter how often they 
aro warned, 


W e publish in full this morning the ad­ 
dress of Lloyd Tevis before the Bankers’ 
Convention at Niagara Falls. 
I t is a very 
perspicuous and complete summary of the 
business history of California, and pre­ 
sents to the Eastern members of tfie Con­ 
vention as clear an idea of the salient 
features of the progress of this coast as 
they are likely to obtain anywhere. 
I t is 
of course a mere sketch, but it is a re­ 
markably bold and faithful one, and the 
artist has seised the chief points of inter­ 
est and significance, and so handled them 
as to reproduce the main lines of influ­ 
ence during the past thirty years. 
It is 
a dispassionate, judicial, and at the same 
time |accurate and lucid representation. 
Mr. Tevis traces the growth of commerce 
and finance from the first rude beginnings 
to the preseut time. 
He shows how the 
State suffered from the wild era of specu­ 
lation, daring which fabulous amounts 
were invented to figure as the value of 
the mines. 
One of the most surprising 
and instructive of his exhibits is a table 
in which the shrinkage of the Comstock 
mines is shown. 
Thus we find, “ Aggre- 
“ gate value of mining stock on San Fran- 
“ cisco Board January, 1S75, $282,305,406; 
“ aggregate value of mining stock on San 
“ Francisco Board July, 18S1, §17,002,700; 
“ shrinkage, $204,402,704.” 
This is a per­ 
fectly 
unique showing, 
and, w hat 
is 
more, California is the only part of the 
world in which so enormous a shrinkage 
could have occurred w ithout producing a 
panic and general collapse. 
B ut the truth 
is that the fictitious values of the Btocks 
had been largely discounted beforehand, 
and that long before the present shrinkage 
appeared on the m arket exhibits, the pub 
lie had ceased to speculate to all practical 
intents. 
Mr. Tevis touches upon the Sand Lot 
agitation, and the new Constitution. 
Of 
the latter he says, with considerable nai­ 
vete, th at though it was a very vicious in­ 
strum ent when first adopted, its teeth have 
been drawn by steadily conservative rul­ 
ings and interpretations of the Supreme 
Court. 
He thinks that at present the Con­ 
stitution contains very little th at is com­ 
munistic. 
In this we are afraid Mr. Tevis 
deceives himself. 
The Supreme Court has 
no doubt interfered to prevent the worst 
effects of the new Constitution. 
But in so 
doing it has been obliged to make some 
decidedly strained interpretations, and s.e- 
ing that the liarmlessnsss of the Constitu­ 
tion dependsentirelyupon these forced con­ 
structions, it 
is 
obvious th at 
another 
Supreme Court might at any time break 
down this barrier against the mischievous 
tendencies of the instrum ent. 
Because the 
Constitution has been muzzled, in other 
words, Mr. Tevis assumes th at it has lost 
its teeth. 
This is a mistake. 
It is, how­ 
ever, perfectly true th at we have had a 
reaction against the kind of demagogism 
that resulted in the adoption of the new 
organic law, and th at Keameyism and all 
that the name implies is dead. 
Mr. Tevis thinks that a bright future is 
before th e State. 
H e points ont the ad­ 
vantages in transportation which have re­ 
sulted from the consolidation of railroad 
interests obtaining here. 
Railroad de­ 
velopment, he maintains, has been more 
regalar, thorough and healthy because of 
this condition of things, than it usually is, 
while the economy in building has been 
much greater, and the public have bene­ 
fited largely from the absence of those ruin­ 
ous rivalries which so disturb Eastern 
transportation, and for all the seeming 
concessions of which the public have ulti­ 
mately to pay. 
The remarks of Mr. Tevis 
upon the relations of our railroad men 
to the public, and their performance of 
the duties devolving upon them, are sound 
and courageous, for it is not every man in 
these days of time-serving who is willing to 
tell the truth in the teeth of prevalent 
prejudices, or who is brave enough to main­ 
tain th at men who have grown rich are not 
necessarily thieves or tyrants orextoition- 
ers. 
The foresight which projected the 
Southern 
Racific 
Railroad 
is 
highly 
lauded. 
Mr. Tevis says “ this enterprise, 
“ which 
in the 
forethought 
th at has 
“ prompted it, the grand results to which 
“ it looks, and the great energy with which 
“ it has been pushed forward, stands fore- 
“ most in the achievements of railroad- 
“ building, is now almost completed, and 
“ before twelve months have passed trains 
“ of tho Southern Pacific Railroad of Cali- 
“ fornia will run over their own track from 
“ San Francisco to Galveston and New 
“ Orleans.” 
The business in which Mr. Tevis is en­ 
gaged is of a kind to enable him to form 
very accurate forecasts of the future so 
far as commerce is concerned. 
The seven 
hundred offices of Wells, Fargo & Co. on 
this coast necessarily make th at corpora­ 
tion one of the most im portant aids to 
commercial experience, and enable it to 
gauge the extent of business doing and to 
be done. 
W hen therefore the President 
of this company thus deliberately records 
his opinion th at California has a bright 
future before her, it m ust be conceded th at 
he is not speaking w ithout sufficient 
knowledge of the indications. 
The picture 
he has drawn indeed is marked by sober 
truthfulness throughout. 
He has nothing 
extenuated nor aught set down in malice. 
He believes th at in its viticultural pro­ 
ductions California is destined to become 
a second France, and of this there can be 
no doubt, provided th at our wine-growers 
arc able to free themselves from the phyl­ 
loxera and other pests, and do not become 
too wise to take advice. 
As a whole the 
address of Mr. Tevis is alike creditable 
to him and entitled to the praise due a per­ 
fectly unexsggcrated and moderate review 
of our general progress. 


THE 
GOSPEL 
OF 
DYNAMITE. 


When Hartmann, the Nihilist, gave to 
the New York Herald the hideous narra­ 
tive of his criminal adventures, he desired 
it to be made known th at he had come to 
this country to solicit the sym pathy of the 
American people with the cause of the N i­ 
hilists. 
He has, no doubt to his surprise, 
found th at there is little or no inclination 
to sympathize with him. 
He is denounced 
by all the leading journals, in fact, and it 
is deliberately proposed th at he be given 
up to the Russian Government. 
But it is 
very certain that one cause of this stern 
view of Hartm ann’s offense is the recent 
attem pt to assassinate the President. That 
infamous act has had the effect of arousing 
our press and people from a kind of wak­ 
ing dream. 
For some years past there has 
been a sort of tacit belief th at we could af­ 
ford to make light of many things which 
would be dangerous for other forms of gov­ 
ernment. 
W e, it was thought, conld dis­ 
cuss everything without fear. 
Even the 
most immoral and 
menacing doctrines 
would be stripped of their harmfnlnesa by 
open debate upon them. 
As a consequence 
we have never made any serious effort to 
prevent the advocacy of the most subver­ 
sive theories. Nihilism in Russia affects to 
seek only the overthrow of the autocratic 
principle, but Americans ought to know 
better than this from their own experience. 


For we have found in this Republic th at j 
democratic institutions were no barrier to 
the erection of class and other enmities, 
and th at our Socialists and Communists 
have been able to find the autocratic prin­ 
ciple in all manner of varieties of our 
simple citizens. 
The threats of American Communism 
have been as ferocious as those of 
the 
Nihilists, 
and if they, 
too, have not 
practiced 
the Gospel of Dynamite, they 
certainly 
have preached 
it. 
And the 
American people have accustomed them ­ 
selves to hear these constant truculent and 
brutal threats directed against all who 
were disliked by the Communists, by the 
lowest classes, by the loafers and rowdies 
and shirkers and thieves. These latter have 
donned certain sham principles, and under 
the cover of them have made war upon all 
thrift and industry and superior ability. 
And because our political system makes 
cowards of all who seek elevation by it, 
and because public men dare not oppose 
themselves to any movement which has, 
or seems to have, many’ votes behind it, 
there has been no attem pt to break down 
this offensive and discreditable outcry, and 
it has been allowed to become familiar. 
Now when shameful things are often re­ 
peated, the infamy of them comes to escape 
recognition, and presently they are re­ 
garded as harmless. 
And this has hap­ 
pened here. 
W e have endured the men­ 
aces and the atrocious suggestions of our 
Communists and Socialists until we no 
longer attach any meaning to what they 
say. 
B ut others do, and they do, and 
they take our growing indifference for con­ 
sent and conversion. For this very passive 
endurance of the kind of swaggering trucu­ 
lence which these people affect, not only 
deadens our own sensibilities, but actually 
strengthens the enemies of society. 
H artm ann was thus led to think th at he 
would find no difficulty in enlisting Ameri­ 
can sym pathy. 
The Nihilists have been 
in constant 
correspondence 
with 
the 
United States, and this is w hat they 
thought they had learned. 
They were 
aware th at the Fenians, an organization 
similar to their own, boasted of having 
agencies in this country for the manufac­ 
ture of infernal machines, and th at this 
territory was to be made the center of 
hostile operations against E ngland; and 
they naturally supposed th a t so 
very 
easy-going and tolerant a people would be 
willing to welcome the Apostles of Dyna­ 
mite cordially. 
And if the attem pt of 
Guittcau had not been made, it is by no 
means certain th at Hartm ann’s reception 
would have been the same. 
For it must 
be remembered th at there has been a 
marked inclination to give harbor and 
refuge to men of his occupation, in the 
past, and th at considering the extent of 
communistic license always submitted to 
here, it would have been almost absurd 
to have raised .any serious objections in 
the present case. 
But G uitteau’s pistol has opened our 
eyes to many things. 
It has shown us 
that we cannot avoid some of the worst 
evils which the advance of Communism 
forces upon European Governments. 
It 
has shown us th at our democratic institu­ 
tions are no safeguard against assassina­ 
tion. 
I t haB forced us to understand that 
though it m ight be safe to allow perfectly 
free discussion of all subjects if all men 
were sane or intelligent, it is not safe so 
long as many men are neither. 
And it is 
3 lggested also th at there may be a good 
deal of room for amendment in our current 
doctrine of liberty. 
For instance, there 
are certain questions of morality the super­ 
vision and control of the discussion of 
which is almost universally allowed to be 
necessary. 
W e permit the police to exer­ 
cise arbitrary authority in many cases 
where public morals are concerned. 
Is it 
not time to recognize the fact that the pro­ 
motion of public morals must necessarily 
include protection against the dissemina­ 
tion of doctrines which teach men that 
murder is often legitimate, and th at assas­ 
sination is a proper method of adjusting 
inequalities of social condition ? 
In fact, 
we are beginning to perceive that utter 
license is not safe ; that there may be such 
a tiling as an abuse of freedom ; and that 
when it occurs democratic” institutions are 
no better protection against outrage and 
violence than autocratic ones. 
In short, it 
is becoming recognized th at we cannot 
afford to tolerate the Gospel of Dynamite 
in any form. 


RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION VERSUS COM­ 
PETITION. 


The San Francisco Chronicle, which finds 
nothing too stupid to say against the rail­ 
roads of this State, provided only it be 
malignant, falls foul of Lloyd Tevis be­ 
cause he in his recent address at the Bank­ 
ers’ Convention approved the consolidated 
system of railroads which obtains here. In 
m atters of this kind the Chronicle, never 
hesitates to lie when the tru th will not 
serve its purpose, and so it asserts as a 
m atter of fact th at the rates of the Cali­ 
fornia railroads have been extortionate, 
and then cites this false assumption as a 
proof of the tru th of its position th at com­ 
petition is better than consolidation. Now 
the fact is th at the rates on the California 
railroads are not now and never have been 
excessive ; th at they are lower than the 
rates on many if not most Eastern roads ; 
and th at the system of consolidation has 
produced quite as great and practical ben­ 
efits to the community as Mr. Tevis al­ 
leges. 
It is perfectly true, as lie says, th at 
the earnings from old roads have been in­ 
vested steadily in new ones, and it is 
equally true th at the management and the 
charges on both new and old roads hava 
been in all respects more satisfactory to 
the public than could have been the case 
had a dozen different corporations built 
and owned them. 
The Chronicle, says : 
“ The extensions made by our railroad mo- 
“ nopoly were made on extortionate rates 
“ of transportation, wrnng from the peo- 
“ pie.” 
T hat is a flat falsehood, and it is 
a falsehood which only a perfectly reckless 
and utterly irresponsible demagogue conld 
be guilty of. 
The earnings used in the 
extension of our railroad1 system have been 
honest earnings ; a great deal more honest 
than any earnings ever used by thc Chron­ 
icle in the extension of its business. There 
has been no extortion. 
There has been no 
attem pt to keep np rates for the mere pur­ 
pose of making all th at conld be made. On 
the contrary the rates have been lowered 
whenever the state of business justified 
such reductions, and they have been low­ 
ered thus 1 hree several times without out­ 
side pressure. 
If the Chronicle knew anything about 
transportation, and if it had the decency to 
recognize the tru th 
jvhen it saw it, it 
would long since have perceived the fact 
that competition in the railroad business 
has entirely failed to reduce rates, and 
that this is understood and acknowledged 
throughout the country. 
The failure of 
competition was pointed out several years 
ago by Charles Francis Adams, J r., and at 
the same time he predicted th at consoli­ 
dation would be found the only remedy 
for the existing evils. 
No more striking 
illustration of the failure of competition 


could be adduced than the present mad 
War of rates in the East, 
Of course it is a 
foregone conclusion th at the public will 
have to pay all the expenses of this war, 
and as a large proportion of these expenses 
is sheer waste of capital, it follows that 
the public will be plundered to pay for the 
gratification of the enmities of the man­ 
agers. 
Nothing can be plainer than the 
fact th at consolidation must p at a stop to 
this kind of cut-throat competition, and 
experience has fully shown th at in all 
other 
respects the competition of the 
Eastern roads is a sham and a delusion. 
They never compete to the extent of in­ 
juring themselves, or it they do they never 
foot the bills. 
It is the old familiar story 
of opposition steamers and stages, with 
which the people of California have had 
ample experience. 
W hoever has Btudied the tendencies of 
railroad development in the U nited States 
is aware that the whole system is being 
rapidly' brought under the consolidation 
principle. 
This is because consolidation is 
more economical, safer, better in all ways, 
for both the railroads and the public, than 
the sham competition which it is destined 
to supersede. 
Mr. Tevis has not, as. the 
Chronicle ignorantly and foolishly inti­ 
mates, “ set np the fiction th at competi- 
“ tion is against the public interest.” 
He 
has simply stated a truth already fully 
recognized by all well-informed business 
men, and one which was, as a m atter of 
course, perfectly familiar to his audience 
at Niagara Falls. 
If our contemporary has 
not learned this fact about competition, it is 
because it is behind the age ; bnt the fact 
is not a new one, nor did Mr. Tevis invent 
it. 
I t will be found running through all 
the Massachusetts railroad reports for the 
past ten years. 
I t will be found occupy­ 
ing a prominent place in all the discussions 
upon railroad progress which have taken 
place during the same period. 
I t will be 
found set forth at length in half a score of 
English Parliam entary blue-books. 
In fact 
it is a piece of information accepted as a 
truism by all who have taken the trouble 
to acquaiut themselves with the progress 
of transportation. 
This science has proceeded much farther 
in England than here, and in England con­ 
solidation long since became the most 
influential tendency of railroad manage­ 
ment. 
All the crude and superficial ob­ 
jections to it which the Chronicle is now 
advancing were examined, discussed, and 
overthrown by actual experiment, in that 
country, fifteen or tw enty years ago. 
The 
failure of competition was recognized be­ 
fore th at time, and to-day there are very 
few business men in the U nited States who 
do not thoroughly comprehend that Mr. 
Tevis only spoke a commonplace truth 
when he said th at consolidation had been 
much better for California than competi­ 
tion. 
In short, the 
Chronicle's attack 
upon Mr. Tevis has only resulted in ex­ 
posing its own Btupidity and malevolence, 
and its ignorance of facts which have long 
been common property. 
There can be no 
question whatever th at Mr. Tevis told the 
exact truth about the railroad situation in 
this State, and in doing so he merely main­ 
tained the high standard of accuracy and 
carefulness which distinguishes his address 
from beginning to end. 


THE 
ELECTRICAL 
EXHIBITION. 


The Electrical Exhibition now open at 
Paris promises to be the most interesting 
display 
th at 
has been 
made during 
the century. 
The extent to which elec­ 
tricity may be applied has never before 
been so fully illustrated, and several inven­ 
tions Been now for the first tim e are among 
this valuable collection. 
I t is to be hoped 
th at Mr. Edison will take the present 
opportunity of convincing the 
scientific 
world th at his long labors have not been 
w ithout fruit, and th at he has been libeled 
by those who insinuated th at all his so- 
called discoveries were tardy appropri­ 
ations of the inventions of other people. 
Of course it ¡3 not to be expected th at an 
answer can be given at this exhibition to 
the far-reaching question—W hat can be 
done w ith electricity ? The tru th is that 
human knowledge of that subtle force is, 
even after so many years of investigation, 
merely 
fragmentary and imperfect, and 
that science has scarcely advanced be­ 
yond 
the 
threshold. 
Fifty 
years 
hence 
our 
children 
will 
be 
bold­ 
ing similar 
exhibitions at which 
they 
will show applications of electricity as 
far surpassing those of to day as the 
latter exceed the possibilities of thc be­ 
ginning of the century. 
And it seems 
almost ccrta’n th at great efforts will be 
directed tow ard the discovery of some 
method of employing the force as a motor, 
when we remember that w ith all our im­ 
provements on the steam engine we have 
thu9 far failed to retain much more than 
ten per cent, of the energy represented by 
the consumption of fnel. 
In the produc­ 
tion of electricity there is a far closer 
equilibrium between the amount of fnel 
burned and energy retained, and this is a 
special reason for Eolving the problem in­ 
dicated. 
If electricity can be so produced 
as to be capable of employment as a motor, 
thc gain to human industry would be im ­ 
mense. 
To say th at “ there are millions 
“ in it ” is to say nothing. 
As a m atter 
of fact, there are billions and trillions 
in it. 


A 
FOOR 
EXPLANATION. 


The Nation some time ago asked for in­ 
formation on tbo fact th at “ although the 
“ supply of French wines had fallen off 
“ nearly one-half since 1875, their price in 
“ this country had remained perfectly 
“ steady.” 
W hereupon a trade journal 
devoted to the wine and spirit interest 
undertook to explain the phenomenon, and 
says that it is because manufacturers use 
a name and brand which is capable of 
covering a great many grades of 
the 
wine they put under i t ; and that thus 
when the supply of good wine of the 
particular brand falls short, they quietly 
fill up with an inferior grade. 
The trade 
circular says, “ Sometimes this is done 
“ with the knowledge and consent of the 
“ buyer, in which case it is up to that point 
“ a perfectly legitimate transaction. If it is 
“ done w ithout the buyer’s knowledge it is 
" o f course, cheating.” 
This is true, and 
it is also true as a rule th at this kind of 
substitution is done “ w ithout the buyer’s 
“ knowledge,” and is consequently, “ cheat­ 
ing.” 
The average buyer of wines is not 
able to distinguish between grades, and 
must trust to the honesty of his wine mer­ 
chant. If however it is the regular practice 
of the manufacturers to use labels which are 
specially designed to conceal instead of to 
indicate the quality of the wine to which 
they are affixed, it is evident that the 
manufactnrerhabitually practices swindling 
on a wholesale scale. 
The fact is that the 
condition of things to which the Nation 
directed attention is proof positive of a 
very general dishonesty on tho part of 
either the wine manufacturers, or the 
vendors, or both, and th at the attem pt to 
explain it while pretending th at it involves 
no wrong to the consumers is a most impu­ 
dent experiment. 
I t is not to be doubted 
that thc supply of French wines in this 


country since 1875 has been kept np by 
adulteration on the most extensive scale, 
and by the introduction of inferior brands 
under circumstances which leave no pos­ 
sible exense for those who have been doing 
the doctoring. 


SICKNESS 
AT 
PANAMA. 


I t is said th at there is a great deal of 
sickness amoDg the Lesseps working par­ 
ties on the Panama Isthmus. 
There is 
nothing at all surprising in this, for it is 
well known th at the climate is one of the 
deadliest in the world for Europeans. 
W hen the Panama Railroad was built it 
was said th at every tie might have been a 
dead body, so fearful was the mortality 
among the builders. 
In fact, the enter­ 
prise was several times brought to a stand­ 
still by the death of all the engineers and 
foremen in charge, and it was found ex­ 
tremely difficult to procure men who were 
capable of withstanding the exhausting 
work to be done. 
The same difficulties 
and dangers of course m ust beset the canal 
diggers and those who supervise the work ; 
but though it is impossible to carry on 
such an enterprise in th at region without 
incurring a great sacrifice of human lives, 
there is reason to believe th at this will, 
after all, be one of the least formidable ob­ 
stacles to the completion of the canal. 
W hether it will ever be advanced far 
enough to afford a practical test*of its ca­ 
pacity to w ithstand the floods of the 
Chagres and its affluents, does not appear 
at all certain just now ; for recent reports 
seem to indicate an alarming weakness in 
the financial backing of the enterprise. 
Bnt if it should reach th at point of con­ 
struction the real difficulties will then 
commence, and M. Lesseps will have before 
him a very different problem to the simple 
one of cutting a ditch throngh a level sand- 
bed, as at Suez. 


THE 
POPE’S 
RESIDENCE. 


A curious canard has been afloat recently 
concerning the Pope’s future residence. 
It is said th at he has threatened to leave 
Rome and go to M alta unless his household 
is treated with more respect. 
Of course 
the Italian Government would not be sorry 
to lose him, but how he could take up his 
abode iu M alta is not indicated. 
If he 
went there he could only go as a visitor ; 
or if he chose to reside there it would only 
be on sufferance. 
The English Govern­ 
ment certainly would not permit him to 
establish his Court on its territory, and he 
would find it very difficult to obtain land 
of his own anywhere. 
B ut it may be re­ 
garded as certain th at the Pope has not 
the least intention of leaving Rome, so 
long as he is allowed to remain theie, and 
it is far more probable that he will confine 
himself strictly to the Vatican, a3 his 
predecessor did, than th at he will think 
of quitting the Eternal City. 


THE 
FUTURE 
OF 
THE 
PHONOGRAPH. 


Down in President Bentley’s office, at 
the headquarters of the Philadelphia Local 
Telegraph Company, there is a 
queer 
cylindrical apparatus set apart by itself in 
a qniet corner, which nine-tenths of the 
visitors there would take for a patent corn- 
sheller. 
President Bentley was asked : 
“ W hat has become of the phonograph?” 
“ The phonograph ?” says Mr. Bentley, 
looking up and wheeling around in his 
chair and facing the quiet corner ; “ there 
is the largest phonograph th at was ever 
made.” 
Then President Bentley went on to an­ 
swer the question, W hat has become of the 
phonograph ?! The fact was the phonograph 
had not yet vindicated the object of its 
existence. Up to the present time it stands 
upon the records of inventive annals merely 
as a nine days’ wonder, nothing more. 
Its 
use has never been demonstrated. 
Hence 
it was th at w ithin the past year or two 
little or nothing had been heard of it. 
“ The trouble about the phonograph is,” 
said Mr. Bentley, “ that it never had any 
commercial use. 
W hen it first came out a 
company was formed in New York for the 
purpose of 
manufacturing them, but it 
was soon found th at the business would 
not pay, as there was no demand for them. 
There is no doubt in my mind but the 
phonograph ha3 its use, and th at use will 
be developed in time." 
W hat was the phonograph’s use ? Presi­ 
dent Bentley answered this question by 
pointing to the saucy telephone and saying, 
“ As an attachm ent to that instrum ent.” 
In brief, he believes the mission of the 
phonograph is to record what the telephone 
articulates. 
There was every reason in his 
mind for thinking that this would ulti­ 
mately be brought about. 
As it is now, 
the telephone as well as the phonograph 
was in need of improvement. 
If a person 
lost a word or got a word wroDg iu com­ 
munication by telephone there were certain 
circumstances under which the responsi­ 
bility for th at error was of the greatest 
importance. 
The person who received the 
communication might swear th at he had 
received it in the manner in which it had 
been delivered, and the person who sent 
it might swear equally strong th at he had 
sent it correctly, and there was no know­ 
ing to which person the responsibility be­ 
longed. 
“ Here is an illustration,” said Mr. Bent­ 
ley. 
“ A few days ago a firm in this city 
sent an order by telephone to a manufac­ 
turing establishment for a large supply of 
iron pipe. 
The order was received, and 
after the pipe had been manufactured and 
delivered it was found they were a quarter 
of an inch too small. 
W ell, the manufac­ 
turers showed the order which had been 
received by telephone and which called for 
pipe of the size furnished, but the firm in­ 
sisted that that was not correct, and pro­ 
duced their original order, which called for 
pipe of a different size. 
The responsibility 
for the error lay then between the clerk 
who had transm itted and the clerk who 
had received the order. 
The man who had 
received it was willing to swear th at he 
had written it down as it had been sent, 
and the man who sent it wa3 just as will­ 
ing to swear th at he had sent it correctly. 
Here, then, there was no means of know­ 
ing which was right. 
If the telephone 
conld be made to keep a record of what 
passes over it there would be an end of the 
difficulty at once. 
Now, I think the pho­ 
nograph is destined to supply this de­ 
ficiency, and th at by combining it and the 
telephene together there are great things 
iu store for the telephone.”—[Philadelphia 
Times. 


E c o n o m ic K n o w l e d g e .— A circular has 
just been issued by the English edncational 
authorities which proposes plans for teach­ 
ing economic knowledge to children. 
It 
says th at much may be done in this direc­ 
tion by means of “ simple lessons on 
money, on the conditions which affect the 
rate of wages, on the relations of skill, 
prudence and knowledge to industrial suc­ 
cess, and on the right ways of spending 
and saving.” 
The Pall M all Gazette says : 
“ It would be an excellent thirg, if side 
by side with the general savings bank 
small banks conld be worked within the 
schools themselves, in which the scholars 
could make deposits for near and special 
ends. 
The elder boys and girls might be 
allowed to manage them —of course under 
competent supervision; and in this way 
they would learn to keep real accounts, 
and be accustomed to the responsibilities 
as well as the enjoyment of money. Then, 
if the purposes of the banks were wisely 
chosen, they would serve to encourage 
reasoning tastes in the children. 
Sav­ 
ings conld be collected toward payment for 
books, or pictures, or tools of a superior 
sort to those th at children pick up for 
themselves—for things which they regard 
as ont of their reach, but which they are 
only too glad to acquire when they are 
shown the way. 
By these means their 
pence would be continually and rapidly 
converted into solid possessions in which 
they could find immediate pleasure and 
profit 
and at the same time they would 
be daily experiencing th at delightful sense 
of a steadily increasing ‘ having ’ w hich is 
the most certain as well as the most legiti­ 
mate reward of the exercise of the eco­ 
nomic virtues."

JEREMIAH 
BLACK’S 
DEFENSE. 


The loquacity of Hon. Jere. Black during 
the past year or so has been most remarkable. 
He has been especially prevalent in the pages 
of the " North American Review,” where his 
pleasant sarcasms and halting logic remind 
one of the days of his legal renown, when he 
relied more on an apt quotation from Shake­ 
speare than on dry precedents. 
He has writ­ 
ten of late on a great variety of subjects, 
apparently to convince the world that he 
bears without mental inconvenience the bur­ 
den of nearly four score years. His recent 
article in the Philadelphia Press shows that 
this profuse outgiving was part of a plan 
leading up to an attem pt to relieve himself 
from tee traditional obloquy attached to his 
conduct as a member of Buchanan’s admin­ 
istration. 
He sought to familiarize the pub­ 
lic with the idea of his being a steady press 
contributor, and has brought to the task his 
undoubted genius for being entertaining. 
To have written the rrcss article as a single 
essay would have been bald; but as one of a 
series of expected utteiances it might have 
weight. 
It_ is net strange that a man like Black, of 
considerable learning and unusual ability, 
who once filled high public stations, from 
which ho has been excluded for years by pub­ 
lic distrust, should wish to make peace with 
posterity, and obtain from it an indulgence 
which contemporaries have denied. Far be 
it from tho writer to object to any man, 
chafing under popular odium because of mis­ 
used opportunities, rehabilitating himself by 
honest confession, or even by insisting on ex- 
tennating circumstances. 
But right and 
wrong mast not be confused, gold and dross 
confounded, or the facts of history belied. 
It 
is due to the future th at distinctions between 
Secessionists and Unionists, and between 
their impulses, utterances and acts, shall be 
insisted upon, even if the former have still 
to lie under a load of condemnation. 
Mr. Black ostensibly defends Mr. Buch­ 
anan from the change of “ tim idity” brought 
by Jefferson Davis, and seeks to show that 
that President and his Cabinet, save one, 
were for succoring Fort Sumter and forcibly 
resisting rebellion. While this is the asserted 
object of the article it is mainly directed to 
prove that Mr. Black was warmly for resist­ 
ing the progress of rebellion by military 
power, in which greater progress would have 
been made under Mr. Bucb&nan had not 
General Scott been so warm a Secessionist 
I will not step aside to defend General Scott 
but would like to ask if this generation is 
wholly at fault in the supposition that Mr. 
Black was ardently and openly, during the 
trying days that succeeded Mr. Lincoln’s 
election and preceded his inauguration, a 
contemner of the doctrine that force could 
legally be used by the General Government 
to suppress the rebellion ? It would be hair­ 
splitting to resolve this query into the mere 
question whether Black held that troops 
should be put into Sumter. 
Did he believe 
they should be put there as an advantageous 
point from which to assail and break down 
rebellion ? Or did he believe and advise that 
the President and Congress itself had no right 
to forcibly resist secession ? 
Unf.-rtunately for Mr. Black he was tho 
legal adviser of Buchanan, and gave his ad­ 
vice in writing on these very points. 
No­ 
vember 20, 1800, he submitted a written 
opinion upon the subject of the powers of the 
General Government to “ coerce sovereign 
States.” After saying that military force can 
suppress any such combinations as are found 
directly opposing the laws and obstructing 
the execution thereof, and can do no more 
than might be done by a civil posse, he asks : 
“ But what if the feeling in any State against 
the United States should become so universal 
that the Federal officers themselves (including 
Judges, District Attorneys and Marshals) 
would be reached by the same influences, and 
resign their places ? We are therefore to con­ 
sider what can be done in case we have no 
Courts to issue judicial process, and no min­ 
isterial officers to execute it. 
In that event 
troops would certainly be out of place, and 
their use illegal. 
If they are Bent to aid the 
Courts and Marshals, then must the Courts 
and Marshals be aided. 
W ithout the exer­ 
cise of those functions, which belong exclu­ 
sively to the civil service, the laws cannot be 
executed in any event, no matter what may 
be the physical strength which the Govern­ 
ment has at its command. 
Under such cir­ 
cumstances to send a military force into any 
State, with orders to act against the people, 
would be simply making war upon them .” 
Again, he said: 
If one of the States should declare her 
independence, your action cannot depend 
upon the rightfulness of the cause upon which 
such declaration is based." 
Upon this he argues that no power is given 
by express words or by implication of the 
Constitution “ to make war on one or more 
States.” “ The power to declare war, grant 
letters of marque and reprisal, and to make 
rules concerning captures on land and water” 
“ means nothing more than the power to 
commence and carry on hostilities against 
the foreign enemies of the nation.” In the 
same manner he reasons that the Constitution 
only gives power to suppress insurrection 
aoainst, not ?></, a State. 
He exclaims : 
“ If Congress shall break up the present 
Union by unconstitutionally putting strife 
and enmity, and armed hostility, between 
different sections of the country, will not all 
the States be absolved from their obligations? 
Is any portion of the people bound to con­ 
tribute their money or their blood to carry 
on a contest like that ?” 
President Buchanan’s last message fol­ 
lowed the reasoning of his Attorney-General 
as laid down in the state paper from which I 
quote. 
Well might the London Times say : 
“ Never for many years can the United 
States be to the world what they have been. 
Mr. Buchanan’s message has been a greater 
blow to the American people than all the 
rants of Southern Governors or the ordi­ 
nances of the Charleston Convention.” 
Notwithstanding ex post facto exhibitions of 
his loyalty, Mr. Black cannot satisfy the 
minds or consciences of the people unless he 
can blot out a solemn state paper that en­ 
tered into the text of tho subsequent message 
and paralyzed the arm of the Government of 
which its author was an active part. He says, 
in regard to a letter of General S cott: 
“ W hat impetus his action and the pub­ 
lished utterances gave to secession, can be 
best determined from that document.” 
W hat impetus Black’s argument, that the 
nation was powerlesB to put down the rebell­ 
ion, and which was 
published broadcast 
North and South, gave to the fees of the 
Union, cannot be in doubt. 
If the republic could.have been preserved 
without coercing the South ; if the flag could 
have been triumphant without invading the 
sacred soil; if freedom could have bei n as­ 
sured without enfranchising a slave; if the 
treasury could have been filled without levy­ 
ing a tax ; if armies could have been recruit­ 
ed without men, and victories gained without 
battle, then, perhaps, would the policyof such 
men as Black have made us as great, as free, 
as powerful, 
as victorious as we became 
by rejecting their advice. 
As it is, he and 
all such made their record, and from it there 
is no escape by post mortem repentance and 
loud-voiced protestations of innocence after 
judgment. 
By the acts and declarations of 
these representative men, who now feel the 
chill of public contempt and who will have 
to endure the contumely of history, they are 
identified beyond the possibility of doubt, or 
the chance of mistake, or the hope of with­ 
drawal, with the great crime that nearly de­ 
stroyed this nation.

The shipment of cattle from Nevada to 
California has commenced again to the 
amount of one or two train loads a day. 
The St. Helena Star, Jr., which is a 
diminutive supplement of the Star, says : 
This issue of the Junior is sm all; but it is 
a blamed sight bigger than the news, and 
don’t you forget it. 
On the 1st of July there were 12,374 
members of the A. O. U. W . in good stand­ 
ing in California. 
The entire disburse­ 
ments of the Order in this State aggregate 
about half a million dollars. 
Preparations are being made to resume 
operations at the Carson M int on the 1st 
of October. 
The new refinery connected 
with the Mint is being hurried forward to 
completion as fast as possible. 
Oakland is in trouble about its water. 
It is foul and tainted, makes people sick, 
and an epidemic is prophesied if its use is 
continued. 
I t appears the reservoir has 
grown foul and poisoned the water. 
John Finnell’s new grain warehouse at 
Tehama íb described by the Tocsin as the 
largest and best north of Sacramento. 
It 
is of brick, 202 feet long by 70 wide and 
22 high, and has a capacity of 70,000 sacks. 
Jam es Hussey, the Vallejo hoodlum who 
with a brick knocked W illiam Skinner 
senseless in tho Benicia Tivoli, has been 
held to answer a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon, bail being set in the sum 
of $1,5Q0. 
The hogs at the Insane Asylum, Stock­ 
ton, continue to die in great numbers. 
They act as though overcome with heat, 
and go staggering abont with mouths open 
as if gasping for breath. 
Several have 
died since last report. 
The demand for carpenters to rebuild the 
burnt district of Colfax. W . T., will be 
enormous. 
Letters of inquiry are being 
sent in all directions. 
Our citizens mean 
business, and it is predicted that before 
snow flies hardly a vistige of the fire will 
remain. 
It has been found, by careful experi­ 
ment, that the red gum trees, of which 
many were being planted in Vallejo, are 
fatal to bees. 
The blossoms of the blue 
gums are not injurious, but the presence of 
red gums near where bees are kept is fatal 
to them. 
Hay is unusually plentiful in this valley 
this season—the result of a wet winter and 
the drowning out of wheat—the m arket 
value prevailing being from $8 to $10 per 
ton. 
The corn crop in this county is re­ 
ported good, both in quality and quantity. 
[Napa Register. 
Several loads of pipe have arrived at 
Hornitos for the purposes of conveying 
water from Bear creek to the Yoscmite 
steam crushing quartz mill, located on the 
No. 9 vein and mine. 
As soon as the pipe 
is laid and the necessary repairs are made 
the mill will resume operations. 
San Diego streets are sprinkled with salt 
or ocean water, and the papers say it is a 
succfss, giving universal satisfaction, and 
seems to keep the dust down quite as well, 
if not better than fresh water. 
It is much 
cheaper and more plentiful, and no appear­ 
ance of saline incrustations are visible. 
Messrs. Tobey and Fuge intend erecting 
marine ways at Port Townsend soon, large 
enough to accommodate any ordinary-sized 
vessel. 
H itherto 
many schooners and 
other small craft have gone to Seattle for 
repairs when they would have remained at 
the former place if their repairs could have 
been done there. 
I t íb said that the damage done to the 
growing crops by the squirrels at Half­ 
moon Bay, San Mateo county, can hardly 
be estimated, but this year is unusually 
large. 
On the Brown ranch, last week, 
the Colburns thrashed a fifty-acre piece of 
barley which produced in all but 130 sacks 
—the rest was eaten by the squirrels. 
Deer are reported plenty among the foot­ 
hills. 
They are or ought to be still pro­ 
tected by game laws, but people are 
slaughtering them by hundreds, and just 
for their hides. 
A t least this is the report 
which comes via Milton, and is reliable. 
Here is work for the State Sportsmen’s As­ 
sociation which was organized in June. 
Navigation of the upper San Joaquin, 
above San Joaquin City, is now im practi­ 
cable on account of the low stage of water. 
A large amount of wheat, estimated at 
S00,000 sacks, has been brought out by the 
steamers, although it has been estimated 
th at fully one-half of the present crop will 
have to be stored until the water again 
rises. 
Stirring times among the loggers. Much 
difficulty in getting sufficient and efficient 
help. 
Drivers w ith lots of patience and 
men willing to work during daylight. This 
pleasant weather as-ks for big booms. W ork 
at the wo ad camps is lively ; a barge 
loaded almost every day ; but, with all the 
hard work, the boys are ever ready for a 
frolic at night.—[Tahoe Tattler. 
The warehouse of Cacheville is already 
filled, and the grain is coming so rapidly 
that it is thought that additional storage 
facilities will have to be supplied daring 
the present month. 
Unless wheat con­ 
tinues to rise and tho farmers commence 
unloading, it 
is 
understood that Mr. 
W herry, the owner of the warehouse, will 
add another hundred feet of storage room 
in a short tim e.—[Woodland Mail. 
The oldest olive trees in the State of 
California are at the Mission of San Diego. 
They were planted from cuttings brought 
from Lower California by the Franciscan 
missionaries. 
The olive trees in Los An­ 
geles and other counties up the coast were 
propagated from cuttings from the San 
Diego trees. 
About eighty of the original 
trees are to be seen at the Mission, and 
they yield good crop3 of fruit yearly, not­ 
withstanding the fact that they have very 
little care. 
Surveys of public lands now beiDg made, 
under instructions of the Surveyor-General 
of Arizona, in the San Fernando and Cata­ 
lina mountains, have disclosed the fact 
that there are large tracts of table lands in 
these mountains, embracing several hun­ 
dred thousand acres of thc very best white 
and yellow pine, from tw enty inches to 
three feet in diameter. 
There are groves 
with an average hight of seventy to one 
hundred 
feet. 
The 
Texas-Pacific 
and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroads 
will traverse this region, and make it valu­ 
able as a source of supply for Southern A r­ 
izona, Sonora and Chihuahua. 
We are indebted to V. E. Bangs for a 
fine supply of grapes grown on his farm 
from three-year-old vines that have never 
been irrigated. Mr. B. has two small vine­ 
yards, one of which has been irrigated by 
means of a windmill, and the other without 
water, save nature’s rain supply. 
He is of 
the opinion that the vines grown without 
irrigation will prove not only the best as 
to quality, but also in the amount of the 
yield. 
The experiment is one that our 
people should take an interest in ; espe­ 
cially should land owners give it their con­ 
sideration. 
Mr. Bang’s farm and vineyaad 
is only some three miles from this place, 
and is of the average of plain landB in this 
county.—[Modesto News. 
Sunday evening, July 31st, a man who 
gave his name as Dick Mullen, and who 
had been for some time at work on Gil­ 
bert’s thrashing machine, near Modesto, 
started to return in company w ith two 
others to the south side of the Tuolumne 
river. 
When the party reached the rail­ 
road bridge across that stream, Mullen 
proposed to swim across the river if his 
companions would carry his clothing with 
them over the bridge, which was agreed to. 
The two men walked across the bridge, 
and when over called to him and asked if 
he could make it. 
He said, “ Yes, I ’m 
coming like a duck.” 
They waited for 
some time, and called again and again, and 
still conld receive no answer. 
Lights were 
secured and a search made, but his body 
was not found until Wednesday last, when 
it arose to the surface near where it is sup­ 
posed it went down. 
There has been a sharp advance in rye 
below, aHd the canse of it is doubtless the 
short crop of the season. 
For the past 
month to the inqniry for rye quotations 
the answer of the buyers here have been, 
“ No 
quotations—none offered." 
This 
grew so monotonous that inquiries were 
directed into new channels, and the far­ 
mers themselves were interrogated. 
The 
answer was generally “ Don’t know of 
any.” 
Occasionally a man could be found 
wfio had a neighbor who sowed a patch, 
but it did not do well. 
Frequently the 
answer was that Mr. So and So did first 
rate with it such a year, but this year it 
was a failure. 
Judging from the sharp 
advance in prices below during the past 
few days there is likely to be a strong de­ 
mand for rye. 
It is certainly- very scarce 
in this section, and, unless the farmers 


give wrong information, the crop must be 
set down as a failure.—[Stockton Inde­ 
pendent.

Richard Lafayette Hall, who mysterious­ 
ly disappeared from W ilbur’s ranch in Sut­ 
ter county on the 2d instant, was still 
missing at last accounts. 
I t is reported 
that he took away his blankets from W il­ 
bur’s house on the day of his sudden de­ 
parture. 
This fact seems to indicate that 
if 
Mr. Hall became insane there was 
method in his madness. 
I t is said that 
H all w ent back to K entucky two years 
ago, telling some of his friends here before 
he left that he had an old score there to 
settle with somebody. 
He returned after 
an absence of a few months, but had never 
since made any reference to the obligation 
which he had gone to wipe out. 
Some of 
his acquaintances surmise that when Hall 
was in this city on Monday he saw some­ 
body from Kentucky whom he had reason 
to avoid, and that he therefore slipped off 
quietly out of harm’s way. Another story 
is that Ilall was seen in a gambling house 
here on Monday night, displaying consid­ 
erable money, and hence it has been sur­ 
mised that he was afterwards murdered 
for his coin. 
These are mere rumors, and 
may have no foundation. 
The disappear­ 
ance of the man is made more unaccounta­ 
ble by the fact that ho has money out at 
interest with several residents of Sutter 
county, to whom he gave no hint that he 
intended to go away.—[Marysville Appeal.

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N e w F ai t s . —Despite the boasted power 
and intelligence of human beings, many 
things are doubtless familiar to lower or­ 
ders of animals which can never be per­ 
ceived by man, while a large part of the 
animal world may look upon things as 
very different from w hat they appear to 
u \ 
Sir John Lubbock has just recorded 
some interesting facts concerning the effect 
of light upon ants. 
His conclusions arc 
that these insects m ust have a v-ery differ­ 
ent perception of light and color from what 
we do. 
W e all know that a ray of white 
light passed through a prism becomes 
broken up into a beautiful baud of colors— 
the spectrum. 
To our eyes it is bounded 
by red at one end and violet at the other. 
Bnt a ray of light contains other rays not 
visible to our eyes,called, but not with ab­ 
solute correctuess, heat and chemical rays. 
The heat rays extend beyond our limits of 
vision at the red end, and the chemical 
rays at the violet end of the spectrum. 
Sir John undertook to determine whether 
the limit of visibility of these rays is the 
same with us as with auts, and in a series 
of 
interesting experiments has become 
convinced that they perceive the ultra­ 
violet rays which are quite invisible to us. 
These must appear to them as a different 
color, of which we can form no idea, while 
white light with this added component 
may not appear the same to them as to us. 


S p e c ia l 
S t e e l s .— A special steel for 
traps, called mild-centered cast-steel, is 
made by converting a cogged ingot of 
very mild cast-steel, so that the addi­ 
tional carbon penetrates a short distance. 
These bars are afterward hammered or 
rolled 
down to the size required, and 
have the advantage of possessing a hard 
surface without losing the toughness of 
the mild center. 
A nother special steel, 
somewhat analogous to mild-centered cast- 
steel, is produced by melting a hard steel 
on to a slab of iron or very mild steel, 
heated hot enough to weld with the molten 
steel, so th at a bar may be produced one- 
half of 
which 
is 
iron and the other 
half steel, or three-fourths 
iron 
and 
one-fourth steel, as may may be required. 
A third kind of special steel, which is 
used for turning-tools, for chilled rolls, 
magnets, and some other purposes, is made 
by adding a certain percentage of wolfram, 
or, as the metal is more generally called, 
tungsten, sometimes with and sometimes 
w ithout carboD, sometimes to such an ex­ 
tent th at it can be used without harden­ 
ing in water. 
Special steel of this kind 
is the finest grained that can be produced, 
but it is so brittle that, in the hands of any 
other than exceptionally skilled workmen, 
it is useless. 
The addition of-chromium, 
instead of wolfram, has somewhat the same 
effect. 


A r c iie r y in E n g l a n d . — In sport-loving 
England archery is even more extensively 
practiced than in America.

A t 1 P. SI. the members of the Lodge re­ 
paired to Fisher’s restaurant and partook of 
an excellent collation provided for the occa­ 
sion. 
The Lodge resumed its session at 3 
p. si., and concluded its business. A t 8 P. si. 
a public temperance meeting was held a t the 
Presbyterian Church. 
A good audience was 
in attendance. R. W . G. T. George B. Katz- 
enstein presided. 
A fter prayer and singing 
by a special choir and the audience, Rev. A. 
K . Crawford of Elk Grove recited an original 
poem of considerable length, it being a series 
of lessons drawn from allegory and anecdote 
presenting the evils of intemperance in a 
strong light. 
A special choir, consisting 
of Mrs. S. Katzenstein, Miss W alker, and 
Messrs. Plant, Cohen, Neff and WisemaD, 
w ith M r. Crowe at the organ, sang " God 
Save Our President.” 
Rev \V. C. King, of 
Wisconsin, was then introduced as the lec­ 
tu rer of the evening. 
H e spoke for about 
three-quarters of an hour in an even, earnest 
and impulsive manner, w ithout attem pting 
oratorical flights or indulging in denuncia­ 
tion, but appealing strongly to reason and 
fortifying his discourse with physical facts as 
evidences of the truth of his allegations. 
He 
considered the use of alcohol, its creation, its 
purpose, and its place in the human economy. 
H e declared it to be an irritating and nar­ 
cotic poison, and he would place it on the 
drug shelf with other poisons. 
H e treated it 
as the base of all liquors, ami therefore classed 
their evils together, separated only by degrees 
represented by the percentage of alcohol found 
in each, as 5 per cent, in beer and 55 per 
cent, in whisky. 
H e considered the issues 
whether alcohol aids digestion ; whether it 
supports or contributes to any parts of the 
hum an organism, or whether it is, in any 
sense, a food or a contribution to vital energy 
and strength, taking the negative in each 
case, and illustrating his remarks by charts 
and diagrams of the human stomach. 
One 
of the most vital points of his address was 
th a t wherein he held drunkenness, when it 
reaches the stage where appetite predomi­ 
nates, to be a disease, for which the sufferer 
is no longer fully responsible, and for which 
he should be treated by medical science and 
hum anitarian effort. 
A t the close of the 
lecture the choir and audience sang a closing 
ode, and the meeting was dissolved.

THE INSECT PESTS. 


Some of the Moth Species knd their 
Stages and Habits. 


A large insect, in the chjrysalis state, about 
two inches in length ar,d of the Lepidoptcra 
division, was dug up. a few days since by Mr. 
Platt, near Davlsville, and by G. H. Swingle 
left at this office for inspection. From the 
recent 
ravages 
that 
have been 
made 
upon vines and other vegetation in that 
vicinity by insect pests, it is but natural and 
prudent to watch and 6tudy any new develop­ 
ment in the line of further arrivals which 
may add to the present surplus of destructive 
insects, where a few years ago ncne were seen, 
and by the more sanguine not contemplated, 
From this desirable condition the fruit in­ 
terests of the State have within a few years 
become so jeopardized that everyone who 
would raise fruit, or prevent the orchards and 
vineyards which they now have from being 
destroyed, should make up their minds to look 
the invading 
army of destructive pests 
squarely in the face, and by studying and 
becoming acquainted with their modes of 
evolution and habits, be prepared to intelli­ 
gently and successfully carry on a war of 
extermination upon them. 
The chrysalis left at this office, and above 
referred to, is decided and shown by M at­ 
thew Cooke, Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, to be of the family of sphinges, or 
what are commonly called the hawk or hum­ 
ming-bird moth. There are a large number 
of species under this division. The one in 
hand is that of the Sphinx Carotinas, of Lin- 
meus, which in the moth state has a body 
about two inches in length, with a spread of 
wings from three to four inches across. 
It is 
of a gray or ash color, having five orange- 
colored spots, encircled with black,¡upon each 
side of the abdomen, with a white spot at the 
base of the fore-wing. I t is seen flying about 
honeysuckles and other flowers, like the hum­ 
ming bird, and hence it' is frequently called 
the humming-bird moth. Its flight is almost 
equal in swiftness to that of the humming 
bird, and it produces a similar noise with its 
wings. I t is harmless in its moth state, ex­ 
cept in laying its eggs for the coming genera­ 
tion of destructive larva or caterpillars. It 
is a wondrous beauty when examined under 
the 
lens. Its 
orange-colored 
spots and 
the black 
circles 
about them show in 
deep 
richness, 
while 
the 
covering 
of 
the 
head 
and 
thorax, when 
brought 
out, are richly dressed in a heavy covering of 
velvet-like feathers of ashen gray, each par­ 
ticle or hair of the texture of which, when 
submitted to examination under the micro­ 
scope of one thousand to one power, is found 
to really consist ef a series of Beales. These 
scales, when the moth is, touched come off 
upon the finger like flour, but each particle 
of which thus adhering ¡3 more or less fan­ 
shaped, having on the outer or extreme end 
from five to ten points or elongated teeth. 
But for the habits of the insect while in the 
caterpillar state, this might be regarded as an 
extremely interesting addition to the insect 
world, but it is known that each moth of the 
sphinx family deposits from two hundred to 
five hundred eggs during the period of its 
existence as a perfect insect. These eggs are 
generally laid upon the under side of the 
eaves of the plants, shrubs ortrees upon which 
its kind feed during its larva or caterpillar 
stage. The Sphinx Carolina is said by Pack­ 
ard to feed principally upon the tomato or 
tobacco, and hence no danger need be appre­ 
hended by fruit and vine-growers by the spe- 
s, of which Mr. Platt has furnished a 
specimen. 
It is, in fact, the chrysalis or 
pupa of what is commonly knuwn as the to­ 
mato or tobacco worm. 
This moth, however, is a species of the 
same family (Sphinges) as that which, in the 
caterpillar state, 
has recently given so 
much 
trouble 
in 
the 
vineyard 
of 
Mr. BriggB, near Davisville, and which has 
necessitated the employment of 150 men to 
exterminate it. The species which appeared 
there is the Sphinx crantor of Cramer and 
Hubner, and PhUampclus achcmon of Drury. 
The name Philampelus it given to this moth 
from the fact that the literal signification of 
the term is “ I love the vine.” I t feeds 
nearly exclusively upon the foliage of various 
kinds of vines, such as grape, honeysuckle, etc. 
In appearance this moth differs largely from 
the Sphinx Carolinas. The wiDgs expand from 
four to six inches, is of a reddish ash-color, 
with two triangular patches of deep brown 
on the thorax and two square ones on each 
fore wing. The hind wings are pink, with 
red spots near the middle, and broad ash- 
colored border behind. The body and ground 
color of the wings is an olive-gray. 
The ra­ 
paciousness of the caterpillar of this moth 
was quite correctly ascertained or developed 
at Davisville, where a full-sized leaf of the 
grapevine placed before it was entirely de­ 
voured in five minutes, and it was not the 
time of day for a full meal either. 
ft is believed that this species principally 
has thuB far been at work in the vineyards in 
the vicinity of Davisville, but there is still 
another kind of sphinx caterpillar, which is 
far more destructive in vineyards than the 
above. I t is much smaller in size, and far 
more numerous, and is not content with eat­ 
ing the leaveB alone, but in its progress from 
leaf to leaf down the stem, stops at every 
cluster of fruit and eats off the stems of the 
half-grown grapes, and thus covers the ground 
and strips the vines of the growing fruit, 
which it does not touch after it has fallen. 
These caterpillars are naked and fleshy, gen­ 
erally of a pale green color—but sometimes 
brown, with a row of orange-colored Epots on 
the top of the back, six or seven oblique 
darker green or brown lines on each side, and a 
short spine or horn on the rear extremity. The 
head is very small. 
The fourth and fifth seg­ 
ments of the body are large and swollen, 
while the three anterior segments taper ab­ 
ruptly to the head. From the fact that the 
forepart of the body presents a resemblance 
to the head and snout of a hog, the generical 
name of Chrrro-campa, or hog-caterpiUar, has 
been applied to this Bpecies. When it makes 
its appearance it is found on the vine and 
creepers in June and July, and, when fully 
grown, conceals itself under the fallen leaves, 
which it draws together into a kind ef cocoon 
with a few threads which it spins for this 
purpose. Sometimes instead of using leaves 
it covers itself with particles of earth and 
light material, which it forms into a frail pro­ 
tection for itself during tho few months while 
it lies in transition to the chry.-alis state, to 
finally appear in full wing the following year, 
in May or June. Whether thia last species 
is among those which have recently made 
their advent in Yolo county, and a few of 
which are mentioned in Los Angeles county, 
is not definitely known, as their appearance is 
so recent that those who have come in con­ 
tact with them have been engaged in study­ 
ing the arts of war to be made upon them for 
their extermination, rather than resolving 
them into generical classification. 
There are several other species of the 
sphynx moths, which ars similar in habits 
and which derive their name from the pecu­ 
liar position in which the larva or caterpillar 
often rests or holds itself. 
Having satisfied 
its ap¡>etite, it quite generally fixes itself 
firmly on a twig or leaf by its hind feet, and 
then lifts up the front portion of the body, 
and thus remains perfectly motionless for 
hours. 
In this position it ha3 been imagined 
by entomologists to resemble the Egyptian 
Sphynx, and hence their name, although there 
are many links missing in tracing their 
origin to this ancient curiosity. It is claimed 
that the remaining so long in one position is 
done to prevent being noticed and gobbled np 
by bird3 or attacked by ichneumon flies, 
which are ever on the look out for everything 
that moves. 
Another interesting peculiarity 
in this order of insects is that in the larva or 
caterpillar state the several species feed upon 
the foliage of vines, shrubs aHd vegetable 
products, which they eat with strong masti­ 
cating jaws, which open laterally or sidewise, 
whereas in the perfect, or moth state, they 
subsist entirely upon honey or nectar which 
they obtain by suction through their long 
tongues, as they are called, which in the 
species above spoken of are twice the 
length of the body, and 
when not in 
use 
are 
rolled 
or 
coiled up 
like a 
watch spring and covered from view by 
a brush-like appendage extending from éfich 
side of the mouth. They fly but little by 
day, and are most frequently seen in the 
morning or evening twilight flying from 
flower to fl >wer and darting through the air 
with great rapidity.

E ds. R ecobd-U nion : 
Referring to the 
item in your paper yesterday morning con­ 
cerning the reductions of assessments, in 
which, among other things, it was stated that 
the §200,000 reduction in favor of the Sacra­ 
mento Bank wa3 upon an “ arbitrary assess­ 
ment,” I wish to say that the matter has not 
been properly stated to you, and does the 
Board of Supervisors, sitting as a Board of 
Equalization, an injustice. An “ arbitrary 
assessment ” can only be made when a party 
neglects or refuses to make a return under 
oath to the Assessor. 
In such case the As­ 
sessor must note such refusal or neglect on 
the assessment book opposite the name of 
the party, and must make an estimate of the 
value of the property of such persoD, and 
the value so fixed by the Assessor must not 
be reduced by the Board of Supervisors. In 
this case it was claimed by the Assessor that 
the return was not correctly made, but that 
the bank was liable for an assessment upon 
its unsecured debts in the shape of warrants 
upon the State to the amount of §200,000, 
which the law plainly says that the bank can 
deduct from a like amount which it owes. 
The Sacrameuto Bank made a return of all 
its property of every name and nature in 
Sacramento county, 
and including over 
§200,000 in State and county warrants, and 
deducted a like amount from what it owed to 
its depositors. The Assessor, Mr. Houston, 
accepted the return without question, but 
afterwards added 3200,000 to the amount of 
cash on hand ” in the bank on the first 
Monday in March. A contest was made be­ 
fore the Board of Equalization, where wit 
nesses were examined on both sides. 
It was 
not claimed by the Assessor that the bank 
had failed, refused or neglected to make a re­ 
turn, or that the return was not correctly 
made, but it was shown that the return ?ras 
correctly made, and after hearing all the 
evidence the Board referred the matter to the 
District Attorney, who was present, and who 
afterwards submitted a written opinion to 
the Board that the action of the Assessor in 
raising the assessment of the Sacramento 
Bank §200,000 as “ cash on hand” was both 
illegal and void. 
The 
Board 
therefore 
ordered the assessment of §200,000 to be 
stricken off. These are the facts in the case.

I t’s few men 
th at get such wives, and th at’s why I al­ 
ways speak of mine. 
Well, I couldn’t find 
anything to do, and I came over to the boss 
of this line and asked him for a job. 
‘Are 
you used to driving ?’ he said. 
‘ Mister, 
I’ve lived w ith horses from my youth up, 
and I ’ve driven a better pair of my own 
than any you’ve got in your stable,' says I. 
He grinned as though he liked my looks, 
and said, ‘ Come round to-morrow morning 
and we’ll have a place for you.’ 
So I did, 
and for six years since I ’ve been on the box 
nearly every day except Sundays. 
11 I t’s long hours and exposure to a great 
deal of rough weather, of course, but 
they’re very kind up at the end of the 
route and they change horses for me, w ith­ 
out my having to get off the box. 
I was 
rather ashamed at first, and I don’t like 
the work now : because you see I ’ve had a 
good fair education, and it is not doing me 
any good. 
But there’s a chance to see a 
good deal of human nature up here, and I 
tell you human nature is a pretty mean 
thing. 
There are people, and women, too, 
sometimes, as well as men, that will swear 
up and down they’ve paid their fare when 
I know they haven’t.

Then there are the 
hot-tempered people who jerk the strap so 
as to almost break my leg because the 
stage don’t stop at once, 
And there are

superiority is to abuse anybody who hap­ 
pens to hold an inferior position. 
“ But then there’s another side to it. 
I 
have a good many regular customerp. 
There are men up along the avenue whom 
I pick up about the same time every morn­ 
ing, and often bring back at night.

them and learn where to expect them. And 
they’re very kind. 
Last Christmas one 
asked me to wait a minute when he left 
the stage at his house, and he brought out 
a fur cap and a pair of m ittens for me. 
And I met another out sleighing in a snow­ 
storm last winter. 
He bowed to me—they 
all do th at—and pretty soon drove up be­ 
side me and sang out : 
‘ Here’s some­ 
thing to keep your nose warm.’ 
I t was 
a bunch 
of cigars and 
matches tied 
on the end of 
his 
whip. 
Another 
one who rides with me often left a V in 
my hand one New Year’s when ho got 
down. 
These things make a man feel 
good, you know, when they are done in 
th at way. 
‘ Hi, there 1’ as he guided the 
Btage by a close shave between a dray and 
an express wagon. 
“ Yes, it takes good driving to get safely 
up and down Broadway. 
But I never did 
nor received any damage yet. 
This your 
street? 
Whoa, there! 
Good day, sir.” 
And the horses suddenly started again, 
shaking off the small bootblack who “ had 
a soft thing ” on the steps behind.—[New 
York Tribune.

CALIFORNIA. 


PAST, 
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No one, I think, can look over the reports 
of this Association without recognizing the 
value, both practical and theoretical, of many 
«if the papers which they embody. 
I so fully 
realize our obligations to the gentlemen who 
have thus favored us, and am so fully con­ 
scious of the m utual advantages to be derived 
from bringing together, as into a common 
fund, such information as each in his sphere 
has been able to gain, th at I am ready when 
called upon, as I think we all should be, to 
do w hat I may in the same direction. 
B ut 
the subject upon which I have been invited 
to address you—the growth, past and pros­ 
pective, of the industrial and banking system 
of California—is a subject bo large and so 
interesting to one who has long participated 
in the active business life of the Pacific coast, 
th a t he may well despair in 
an 
ad­ 
dress like this of being able to treat it as 
it deserves. 
I do not mean merely th at any­ 
thing like a history of the industrial and 
financial growth of California would he a 
work requiring much time and labor. 
Such 
a history, of course, hardly comes within the 
purview of this association. 
This is not an 
historical society, nor a statistical society. 
I t is an association of bankers, whose annual 
meeting has assumed something of the char­ 
acter of a clearing-house of experiences and 
opinions relating to the financial interests of 
the country. 
And so thoroughly and well 
have many of the papers read here presented 
the m atters to which they have been devoted, 
th at in attem pting to treat a subject th at has 
so m any striking aspects as th at assigned to 
me, one cannot but regret the difficulty of 
uniting completeness with brevity. 
The fact 
that 
THE CONDITIONS OF CALIFORNIA 
H ave been in many respects different from 
those of the rest of the country, and such as 
to sometimes bring im portant general princi­ 
ples into peculiarly clear light, make the field 
of her experience a very interesting one. 
B ut all I can hope to do in a paper like this 
is to supplement what has been so ably done 
at previous meetings by Mr. Gibson in ren­ 
dering some account of the industrial and 
financial condition of California, and, per­ 
haps, removing'some misapprehensions cur­ 
rent in other parts of the country. 
In treating of the industrial and financial 
system of California, it is necessary to extend 
the view beyond the geographical lim its of 
the State, for the circles of business do not 
coincide with political divisions, and th at of 
California reaches far beyond the boundary 
lines of the State. 
California has baen the 
bass and starting point of American develop­ 
m ent upon the Pacific. 
Into Oregon and 
W ashington 
and 
British Columbia and 
Alaska ; into Nevada and U tah and Idaho 
and M ontana ; into Arizona and New Mex­ 
ico and the northern States of old Mexico ; 
over all that part of the continent lying west 
of the Rocky Mountains, California prospect­ 
ors 
and 
miners, 
settlers 
and 
traders 
have carried the 
industrial 
outposts of 
th at community which sprang into being 
with the California gold discoveries of 1849. 
San Francisco is not merely the metropolis 
of the State of California, it is also the 
metropolis of the greater part of this vast 
region, 
llow far extends the commercial and 
financial system which centers in San F ran ­ 
cisco, the operations of the express and bank­ 
ing company with which I am connected give 
an idea. 
Wells, Fargo & Company is pecu­ 
liarly a California institution. 
Beginning its 
operations in the early days of American set­ 
tlem ent by affording the needed facilities of 
safe transportation between San Francisco 
and the mining camjis of the western slope of 
the Sierra Nevada, it became the forwarder, 
the letter carrier, and to a large degree the 
banker, of an extending population. 
As the 
prospectors and pioneers advanced, it followed 
them , until i'.s agencies, now numbering over 
Beven 
hundred, form 
a 
network 
which 
stretches from the Mexican boundary line to 
th at of British Columbia, and from the P a­ 
cific to the Rocky M ountains, with outposts 
upon the Missouri river and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
W herever the 
organization 
of 
W ells, Fargo & Company reaches, the com­ 
mercial and financial influences of San F ran­ 
cisco extend, though since the business attrac­ 
tions of the Eastern cities have, with the ex­ 
tension of railroads, begun to make them ­ 
selves felt in the further west, it is impossible 
to describe as accurately as before the bounds 
of the California system. 
In California itself, and especially in San 
Francisco, we have had, in fact are yet suf­ 
fering from, 
AN ERA OF DEPRESSION, 
W hich followed an era of great prosperity. 
T his season of depression commenced some­ 
w hat later and lias 
continued somewhat 
longer than th at which go long weighed upon 
the energies of the rest of the country ; and 
it is cow parsing away, very much as that 
passed away. 
I t m ight seem from this 
difference in time th a t the depression in 
California was due to something like a great 
wave of depression which passed slowly over 
tlis country in its world-wide movement. 
B ut whatever be the effects of that increasing 
sym pathy which, with increasing facilities of 
communication, links together the commercial 
fortunes of even the most widely separated 
communities, there are peculiar local causes 
to which the depression in California is in 
great measure to he referred. 
And while 
these causes may fall into the same general 
category, they differ in Rome respects from 
those to which the great depression th at over 
spread the eastern part of the country are 
attributed. 
CALIFORNIA HAS ALWAYS ESCHEWED PATER 
MONET, 
Banks of i-sue being prohibited by her Con­ 
stitution from the beginning, and even when 
the National currency was adopted and made 
legal tender by Federal law, the feeling 
against paper money of auy kind was stroDg 
enough to m aintain the gold staudard all 
through the war and through the era of in­ 
flation which followed it. 
California, con­ 
sequently, did not feel the seeming prosperity 
attendant upon the great rise in nominal 
values which took place in the E ast as the 
currency appreciated, and she also escaped 
the inevitahle reaction which came with the 
appreciation of the currency and the fall of 
prices. 
Y et it is a most instructive fact, th at in 
spite of her adherence to the coin standard ; 
in spite of her exemption from those terrible 
fluctuations in the medium of account and 
exchange th at unsettle all values and derange 
all business, California has not been exempt 
from the alternation of seasons of depression 
w ith seasons of prosperity. 
I do not think 
this shows that it makes no difference whether 
a currency is sound or unsound; I do not 
think this gives any comfort to the advocates 
of fiat money, or invalidates what has been 
so atrongly and aptly said in previous m eet­ 
ings of this association as to the dangers and 
losses inseparable from an inconvertible cur­ 
rency. 
Y et it does show th at all is not se­ 
cured when a good currency is secured ; and 
th at even with the best and safest currency 
seasons of unreasonable inflition may occur, 
which are sure to find their sequence in sea­ 
sons of depression. 
THIS IS A LESSON 
W hich at the pre«ent time may have especial 
value. 
The long, hard effort for the resum p­ 
tion of specie payments has at last been 
crowned with success, and with the exception 
of the Pacific States, which never deviated 
from a com standard, the country enjoys a 
iietter currency than ever before—a currency 
which, if not yet entirely purged of all dan­ 
gerous elements, is still convertible into gold, 
and is in domestic exchanges generally pre­ 
ferred to gold. 
And with the restoration of 
the currency to a specie standard has come 
a revival of activity in all branches of busi­ 
ness. 
Y et, if there were nothing else to teach 
us, the experience of California would show 
that, even with a good currency, a season of 
great prosperity, if suffered to beget specula­ 
tion, may produce an inflation which, when 
the inevitable collapse comes, is sure to be 
succeeded by a season of depression. 
And it 
m ay also show how reckless political agita­ 
tion, to which in times of depression cur peo­ 
ple are prone to listen, may make more diffi­ 
cult. the process of recovery. 
However this may be, the causes which in 
California have led to the alternation of de­ 
pression with prosperity may he traced with 
comjiarative ease. 
In the life of a community, as in the life 
•A>f tb s 'ip d iv id u a l, one e ra passes in to a n o th e r 


by snch insensible gradations th a t it is im­ 
possible to sharply draw the line between 
them. 
Y et, spa iking roughly, the first or 
pioneer industrial era in California, during 
which placer mining was the principal in­ 
dustry, and gold almost the only export, may 
he said to have extended np to about 1860, 
when agriculture began to assume a leading 
place, and the discoveries which led to the 
great development cf Bilver mining were 
made. 
THE PANIC OF 1857 
W as not felt in California, yet in 1858 the 
Frazier river excitement, which led thousands 
to abandon their claims or business and waste 
time and money in what was for the most of 
them a fruitless expedition into B ritish Co­ 
lumbia, produced in California something 
like the results of the panic in the East. B ut 
the wave of fortune-eeekere, which had for 
the tim e left some localities almost depopu 
lated, retureed again, industry resumed its 
normal course, and with 18C1 or 1802 cern- 
menced a period of marked jirosperity. 
F or despite the fact th at the surface pla­ 
cers, which could he worked with the most 
primitive appliances, and had constituted the 
first attraction of California, yielded less and 
less, a more elaborate system of mining, call­ 
ing in the aid of large amounts of capital, 
kept up in great measure the gold yield ; the 
growth of agriculture began to show itself in 
a constantly increasing surplus for export ; 
various branches of m anufacture which had 
gradually taken root began to assume consid­ 
erable im portance; and the development cl 
the silver mines of Nevada stim ulated all in­ 
dustry with a fiesh stream of bullion ; while 
the pushing eastward of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, largely by means of capital drawn 
from abroad by the sale of bonds, gave addi­ 
tional vigor to industrial and commercial life. 
As there were no large Government expend­ 
itures in 
California during the war, the 
greater part of the Federal revenues being 
drawn to the other side for disbursement, the 
HEAVY TAXATION 
W hich the war necessitated fell with peculiar 
severity upon California, as did the increase 
in freights and marine insurance caused by 
the depredations of the rebel cruisers, since 
all her commerce with the A tlantic States 
had, under the navigation laws, to be con­ 
ducted in American vessels. 
Y et, while the 
activity in busiuess caused by the great Gov­ 
ernm ent demands and the superabundance of 
currency forced into all the arteries of trade, 
did not affect the Pacific coast, the healthful 
development of great natural 
resources, 
aided by the energy infused into railroad 
building, produced an activity which, if it 
did not rival th at shown in the E ast during 
“ the flush times,” had a far more solid basis, 
and was not liable to be brought to a close 
when Government expenditures were cur­ 
tailed and speculation was no loDger fed by 
an increasing volume of paper money. 
There happened in California, however, 
w hat seems always to happen among people 
of active tem peram ent in times of continued 
prosperity, and in the tendency to which is 
doubtless to he found the prim ary cause of 
those fluctuations in business activity to 
which all countries seem liable. 
Expectation 
outran reality, and speculation, growing by 
w hat it fed on, began to 
DISCOUNT THE FUTURE 
A t rates based on rose-colored imaginings, 
rather than on sober calculation. 
The establishm ent of new industries, the 
opening of new mines, the building of new 
railroads the growth of population and in­ 
crease of wealth—in short, all the things in 
which material progress consists, tell imme­ 
diately and powerfully upon the value of 
laud, and in a rapidly developing community 
the quick increase of land values which takes 
[dace is sure to beget speculation, which car­ 
ries up nominal values far faster than real 
values increase. 
In some respects, the inflation of values 
thus produced is worse than inflation of other 
kinds. 
I t not only creates fictitious wealth 
which promotes extravagance and turns the 
minds of men from those pursuits that add to 
the wealth of the community while they in­ 
crease th a t of the individual, but it discour­ 
ages settlem ent and improvement, and does 
not so readily come to an end by sudden col­ 
lapse, since, even when land becomes unsale­ 
able at the speculative prices at which it has 
been bought or quoted, its owners generally 
hold on as long as possible in hopes th at its 
m arket value will come up again. 
I t was not merely the steady and legitim ate 
increase in land values due to the develop­ 
ment of the country, th at gave an impetus to 
land speculation in C alifornia; but the 
GREAT EXPECTATIONS, 
W hich as the transcontinental road drew 
towards completion, arose in the popular 
mind as to the stream of immigration which 
would pour over it. 
In nearly all sections 
real estate values felt the speculative tend­ 
ency. 
Around Sau Francisco land was sur­ 
veyed into building lets, and sold or quoted 
at high prices, which will hardly be needed 
for urban purposes when the city begins to 
count her population by millions, anti large 
tracts of available, but as yet unused, agri­ 
cultural land were taken up and held in the 
same way. 
B ut the great expectations based upon the 
completion of the railroad were not realized. 
Even after the junction of the U nion Pacific 
and the Central Pacific had linked San F ran ­ 
cisco with New Y oik by a continuous line of 
rail?, the journey from the A tlantic to the 
Pacific still remained a long and costly o n e; 
there were yet great areas of fertile land on 
the eastern side of the Rocky Mountains, over 
which the tide of immigration, setting from 
the East, would naturally spread before push­ 
ing on across the sterile tracts of the interior 
basin, i n 1 the policy of the roads which con­ 
stituted the easteru licks in the transconti­ 
nental chain, and upon which the Central P a ­ 
cific 
was 
dependent 
for 
the fixing of 
through rates, was naturally directed to the 
settling up of the lands tributary to their own 
way-husiness before offering any facilities to 
a more western flow of the tide of immigra­ 
tion. 
U uder these circumstances, the avidity 
with which speculation had seized upon the 
lands in California th at would be first sought 
by the settler, and the high prices at which 
they were held, left so little inducement to 
immigrants th at comparatively few came 
through, and the hopes built upon the great 
influx expected came, for the time, to uau ;1P, 
and in fact have not yet begun to be realized. 
COMPETITION. 
A t the same time the completion of the 
railroad brought San Francisco merchants, in 
m arkets in which they before had undis­ 
puted control, face to face w ith the competi­ 
tion of the larger capital, the lower interest, 
the more active solicitation and rivalry of the 
great Eastern cities, and to some degree 
changed the course of trade. 
F urther than 
this, the increasing diversion cf freight from 
the long and tedious route around Cape 
Horn to the railroad route across the conti­ 
nent did not prove of unmixed advantage. 
A very large proportion of California im­ 
ports, consisting of m anufactured goods, 
can bear a high rate of freight, and natur­ 
ally seek the quick 
railroad 
ro u te : but 
the wheat of California, which constitutes 
such a large item in our exports, and for 
which G reat Britain is the great customer, 
will not bear the cost of railroad transporta­ 
tion across the continent by routes as yet 
completed, and thence across the ocean in 
steamers. 
Thus the diversion of the import 
trade to the railroad has caused a scarcity of 
outward tonnage, and freights have ruled at 
prices high enough to attract to San F ran­ 
cisco ships in ballast—prices which of course 
lowered the net return to California farmers 
for their crops. 
Y et, while the completion of the railroad, 
in ste a d of bringing a t odcs the rapid growth 
th a t w as ex iiected , brought rather 
A TIME OF TRANSITION, 
During which the accommodation of busi­ 
ness to new relations and new channels has 
tieen going on, the remarkable development 
of the Comstock mines, which in tw enty 
years yielded no hiss thau three hundred 
millions of dollars, poured a flood of wealth 
into California, and maintained sucha degree 
ot prosperous activity as in a large measure 
to cbscure popular appreciation of the fact 
th at the golden days were over, and th at in­ 
creased energy and greater economy were 
needed to m aintain the commercial position 
of California and insure continuous progress. 
I t is not to be wondered at th at when the 
great bonanza began to show signs of ex­ 
haustion, and the production of the Comstock 
dropped nearly thirty-three millions in three 
years, the cry of ” hard times ” wont up. 
But to realize fully all th at this diminution 
in production involved, and to get the key to 
occurrences which have attracted attention 
further than they have been understood, and 
have seriously injured the repute of Califor­ 
nia, it is necessary to take into acconDt the 
extent and effects of the speculation which 
crazed all classes of society in California with 
a gambling mania th at has probably had no 
parallel since the tim e of the Mississippi 
Scheme and South Sea Bubble. 
M ining for the precious metals is necessa­ 
rily a business involving uncertainties. These 
uncertainties are o t the nature of the busi­ 
ness, and, as in a lottery, it is the blanks that 
make the prize. 
If rich deposits of gold and 
silver could be readily and certainly found 
and worked continuously, these metaU would 
lose their value. B ut the uncertainties which 
attend the search for the precious metals do 
not prevent the business from being a legiti­ 
mate one. 
They merely creats a i>eculiar 
need for care, forethought, knowledge and 
prudent energy, which gives to these quali­ 
ties large rewards. 
Pursued judiciously, 
mining for the precious metals should, upon 
the average, return as good and sure a profit 
upon the capital invested aR any other form 
of production, and there Ls no better and 
safer property than gold and silver miues, 
carefully selected and properly worked. 


SPECULATION. 
N or is speculation in mines, any more than 
speculation in other things, to he in itself con­ 
demned. 
I t is not necessary to say to an as­ 
semblage like this, th at it is a mistake to re­ 
gard all 
speculation 
as 
evil. 
W ithout 
s[iecu!ation there could be little industrial or 
social progress. 
Divest any community en­ 


tirely of th at spirit th at seizes opportunities 
and is ready to risk where it may gain, and 
the energy th at presses forward in new and 
greater enterprises would be gone. 
Nor 
would such a community be able to provide 
for the contingencies involved in the varying 
character of the seasons, the alternations in 
trade, and the vicissitudes to which all things 
human are 
liable. 
F or 
the speculator 
is 
often 
the 
economizer 
and provider, 
as he is 
the inventor 
and 
pathfinder. 
He, 
for 
instance, 
who, 
in 
time 
of plenty anticipates a tim e of scarcity, and 
buys breadstuffs for an advance, it was once 
the fashion to call a foreetaller and monopo­ 
lizer. 
B ut he is really doing for society what 
Pharaoh, forewarned by a dream, did for the 
people of Egypt, when during the seven pros­ 
perous years he stored up the surplus of 
abuudent crops against the famine years that 
were to follow. 
W hatever enhancement of 
price the operations of such a speculator may 
in the first place-cause, will to the community 
at large be amply compensated for by the 
subsequent effect in keeping prices down. 
By causing economy he prevents distress; 
and whatever profit bis forethought may 
bting him is hut a small part of the gain 
which th at forethought secures to the com­ 
munity. 
B ut speculation which is legitim ate and use­ 
ful passes easily into 
SPECULATION WHICH 
IS 
ILLEGITIMATE AND 
HARMFUL. 
I t is not easy to draw the line at which the 
transition takes place ; it is quite impossible 
to fix it by statute or commercial regulation ; 
yet there is a distinction th at should be 
recognized, and especially by bankers, who 
are the conservators of the financial system. 
And while even legitimate speculation may 
become so reckless as to be injurious, there is 
a species of speculation sure to have that 
character. 
I t ie, if I may coin a phrase, 
speculation on speculation—th at is to say, 
speculation in which the venture is not 
based 
upon 
production 
or 
the condi­ 
tions of production, hut upon 
the dis­ 
position of people to speculate. 
Speculation 
of this kind is gambling pure and simple. 
I t 
has no useful purpose or redeeming feature ; 
but is the most insidious and demoralizing 
form of gambling, as it is apt to extend 
among classes who would revolt from the 
grosser formB of gambling. 
WHAT HURT CALIFORNIA. 
I t is speculation of this kind, to which all 
times of continued prosperity offer great 
tem ptations, th at has produced such ill re­ 
sults iu California. 
The richness of the 
Comstock deposits, the sudden wealth they 
brought to many, would have affected the 
imagination of even the moBt staid and con­ 
servative of peoples, and their effect upon a 
population drawn from the most active and 
enterprising of all countries, and among 
whom the traditions of the golden days, when 
fortunes were easily won and lost, were yet 
strong, hardly needs to he described. 
A t 
first the silver miues were subdivided into 
feet (each location, under the mining regula­ 
tions, being allowed so many feet along the 
ledge), but incorporated companies, with 
nominal capital divided into share?, were 
soon found to give greater facilities for sales 
and assessments, and before long the stock 
boards 
established in San Francisco for 
operating in these shares began to do a busi­ 
ness which, considering the population and 
capital of the respective communities, threw 
th at of the New Y ork Stock Board into the 
sbad?. 
Of course the intrinsic value or real pros­ 
pects of a mine soon became of secondary 
consideration, compared with popular expec­ 
tation, as shown by the fluctuations of the 
stoek m arket, and mining speculation passed 
into speculation upon speculative tendencies 
—the real thing taken into account being the 
prospects of 
‘ 
THE RISE AND FALL OF STOCK 
Prices, rather than the prospects of yield. 
Thus the locating, opening and o[»erating of 
mines went on to a large extent with refer­ 
ence merely to the Stock Board, the pur­ 
chasers and holders of shares caring little for 
the prospects and management of the mine, 
but looking rather for their gain to the rapid 
fluctuations of the stock. 
The shareholder, 
who bought merely for the purpose of quickly 
selling again, m ight know th at an assessment 
was levied for useless, or even for fraudulent 
purposes, bu t so long as he thought the spec­ 
ulative mania m ight enable him to sell his 
stock, he would pay it without hesitation. 
The hopeless locations made, the useless 
work performed, the wasteful management 
engendered, constituted hu t a part of the loss, 
which, though it m ight be hidden for awhile 
by the inflation of nominal valueB, m ust at 
length he felt. 
The spirit of gambling spread 
through the whole fabric of society. 
B ank­ 
ers, merchants, lawyers, doctors, clergymen, 
m anufacturers, farmers, mechanic!—even day- 
laborers and domestic servants, risked means, 
large or small, upon the fluctuations of the 
stock m arket, and watched its quotations with 
feverish anxiety. 
T hat waste of tima and 
resources, th at strain upon energy and morals, 
which is involved in the grosser forms of 
gambling, took place upon a grand scale, and 
the dissemination through the community of 
so much fictitious wealth, which its holders 
regarded as real, fostered everywhere the 
greatest extravagance. 
THE SHRINKAGE OF NOMINAL VALUES 
W hich followed the culmination of specula­ 
tion and the decline in the production of the 
Comstock, was the prickiug of a bubble that 
brought the realization of poverty to thou­ 
sands who had indulged in a fancied pos­ 
session of wealth, and the tragedy which at­ 
tended the closing of the doors of one of our 
prominent hanks was but a striking instance 
of the wide spread disaster and ruin th at ac­ 
companied the steady decline of stock values. 
The following figures give an idea of the 
shrinkage in stock values, though it m ust be 
remembered th at m any minor stocks which 
their owners fondly believed to have consid­ 
erable value, and in which there were many 
private transactions, never figured ia the 
Board lists. 
H ighest prices were reached in 
January, 1875, although the production of 
the Comstock did not attain its maximum 
uutil 1877. 
The protracted character of the 
depreciation, marked as it has been by tem­ 
porary pauses and reiivals of speculative 
hopes, has made the strain all the harder :

Y et nothing better shows the stable char­ 
acter of the business and financial system of 
California, than the fact th at greater disor­ 
ganization was not produced, and the natural 
depression would doubtless have passed away 
without attracting much 
attention 
from 
abroad, hut for circumstances which unfortu­ 
nately gave political expression to the feelings 
of discontent which the reaction from a sea­ 
son of wild speculation is sure to engender. 
M en who awake from dreams of wealth to 
the realities of poverty, are apt to blame any­ 
thing or anybody, rather than their own dis­ 
regard of prudent counsels, and when a large 
proportion of the whole community find 
themselves aggrieved in this way, the time is 
a happy one for the demagogue. 
POLITICAL DEMAGOGUES. 
The demagogue was not absent iu Cali­ 
fornia. 
B ut the loud and reckless agitation, 
which, under the name of the K earney or 
W orkingman'a movement, gave to California 
such an unenviable notoriety, was not due to 
individuals, so much as it was the expression 
of the angry and unreasoning feeling which 
the reaction from wild speculation always 
begets ; and this example of how the discon­ 
tent produced by a w ant of financial prudence 
may find expression in ill-advised political 
action, which may again react upon indus 
trial prosperity, furnishes a lesson which may 
be of value elsewhere than in California. 
U nder ordinary circumstances, the discon­ 
tent produced by speculative losses would 
have passed away w ithout serious results, hut 
it so happened that about this tim e a Con­ 
vention to frame a new Constitution had been 
called, to which the prevailing chagrin and 
recklessness brought a good deal of ignorance 
and demagogy. 
The instrum ent framed and 
subm itted to the people while these influences 
were tem porarily in the ascendant, bore un­ 
mistakable evidence of unreasonable enmity 
towards corporations, and of the crude notion 
th at capital will escape its obligations unless 
watched and fettered at every turn. 
I t is 
not, however, just to say th at 
THE NEW CONSTITUTION 
Of California, even when most literally in­ 
terpreted, has in it anything really agrarian 
or communistic. I t is clumsy and ill-digested, 
and exhibits iu many res[>ects an attem pt to 
legislate upon impossible things and in im ­ 
practicable ways ; but its worst features— 
those which at the time excited most appre­ 
hension—do not show anything like a coherent 
scheme of communism or socialism, so much 
as a blind striking at acknowledged evils, 
and such popular delusions, unfortunately not 
confined to California, as th at equality o f tax­ 
ation is only to be secured by taxing every­ 
thing. 
Interpreted literally, it would have 
imposed taxation not only upon all the forms, 
but upon all the shadows and representatives 
of capital, and this, together with other crude, 
ar.d harsh, and foolish provisions, excited the 
alarm and antagouism of all conservative ele­ 
ments. 
B ut the prejudices thus expressed, aided 
by the feeliug 
AGAINST THE CHINESE, 
W hich becomes intensified in times of de­ 
pression, and to conciliate which some clauses, 
of no practical effect under the Federal Con­ 
stitution. had been incorporated in the instru­ 


m ent ; and aided, above all, by the reckless 
and vindictive feeling born of losing specula­ 
tion, carried the new Constitution, in spite of 
all efforts. 
Bad as m any of the provisions of the new 
Constitution were, if literally interpreted, 
their possible effects were much exaggerated 
in the opposition to the instrum ent during 
the canvass, and its adoption produced in 
California a feeling of insecurity, and else­ 
where an impression th at an irretrievable 
disaster had overtaken the State. 
M en of 
means hesitated to invest in new enterprises, 
and improvements were abandoned or de­ 
ferred ; large amounts of capital were trans­ 
ferred to the E ast or w ithdraw n by absent 
owners, and not only was the natural revival 
of business delayed, but the depression was 
intensified. 
W ith this practical evidence th at the in­ 
terests of the community cannot be subserved 
by striking at 
. 
* 
THE INTERESTS OF ANT CLASS, 
Public opinion, however, began to return to 
a normal state, the demagogues quickly found 
their occupation gone and the better sense of 
the people of California slowly yet surely 
asserted itself. 
The happiest results have 
followed. 
The Legislature has taken a sen­ 
sible view of its duty under the Constitution, 
and the conservative interpretations of the 
Courts have stripped of obnoxious meaning 
those features which most excited antagon­ 
ism and alarm. 
Double taxation has been 
most scrupulously avoided, and is now, uuder 
the decision of the Courts, impossible, a rd 
the fiscal system of California is substantially 
th at which before existed. 
W hile it may not 
be up to the ideal standard which will secure 
the needed revenue with the minimum of 
cost and annoyance, it is certainly in no re­ 
spect more objectionable than th at of New 
Y ork or Massachusetts. 
THE CONSTITUTION. 
In m any features the Constitution of Cali­ 
fornia is em inently conservative. 
I t not only 
contains a num ber of m inor provisions of 
anything but communistic character, such as 
the requiring of a property qualification for 
the holding of certain positions, the practical 
disfranchisement to a considerable extent of 
the floating vote, etc.; but now th at obnox­ 
ious meanings have been interpreted away, it 
guards the interests of property from the in­ 
terference of hostility or ignorance with much 
more security than the Constitution th at pre­ 
ceded it. 
The legislative power—th at in 
which anything like communism would most 
readily m anifest itself—has been very much 
curtailed. 
Nothing hu t general laws can be 
passed, and the power of interfering w ith the 
rates of transportation has been entirely 
taken from the Legislature and lodged in the 
hands of a Commission, which experience has 
proved is much more subject to conservative 
influences. 
F urther than all this, sudden changes in 
obedience to gusts of popular caprice or pas­ 
sion are made practically impossible by the 
provision which requires a vote of two-thirds 
of all the members elected to Doth branches 
of the Legislature before any proposition for 
amendment to the Constitution or the calling 
of a Constitutional Convention can be sub­ 
m itted to the people—a vote which it is im­ 
possible th at auy proposal not supported by 
the conservative interests of the State can 
ever command. 
EMBODYING SUCH SAFEGUARDS 
A nd with the 
reasonable 
interpretations 
which the Courts have put upon all its ques­ 
tionable provisions, the new Constitution of 
California gives every guarantee for the 
security of property, and whatever tim idity 
prevailed among California capitalists has en­ 
tirely passed away. 
And mnch as the agita­ 
tion th at preceded, and the uncertainty that 
followed the adoption of the new Constitu­ 
tion, may have cost the State, it is now ap­ 
parent th at a lesson of commensurate value 
has been learned. 
Experience, if a severe, is 
a most effective teacher. 
Large numbers of 
our people realizeas they never realized before, 
th at to unduly burden capital is to injure the 
poorer classes of society even more than the 
richer, and th at to ham per enterprise and 
threaten the security of property are the mo3t 
certain means of paralyzing industry, and 
depriving labor of employment. 
The diseus- 
sion th at has gone on has led to a better 
understanding of economic principles, and 
any proposition involving th at species of 
dcuble taxation of certain forms of capital 
which so many of our States have tried to im­ 
pose, would now, I think, be voted down in 
California, even were there any way of get­ 
ting it before the people ; while the proposi­ 
tion th at capital and improvements should in 
the general interests be entirely exempt from 
taxation, which has been urged in some quar­ 
ters w ith a good deal of force, seemB to be 
steadily making way. 
ANOTHER DIFFICULTY 
W hich has been productive of much irrita­ 
tion is now in a fair way of being removed. 
T hat the Chiaese have been of use in the in­ 
dustrial development of the Pacific coast is 
unquestionable, but it is as unquestionable 
th at the antipathies excited by tin ir pres­ 
ence and the fears of their overwhelming in­ 
flux have been the cause of much social dis­ 
content and political agitation. 
The treaty 
with China, recently ratified, gives to our 
Government the power of restricting or pro­ 
hibiting the immigration of Chinese laboréis 
without interfering with a proper national 
hospitality towards Chinese students or trav­ 
elers or merchants, and the enactm ent of 
laws in consonance w ith this treaty, which 
will doubtless take place at the next session 
of Congress, will remove a cause of danger­ 
ous agitation, and solve a question which 
though it has attracted comparatively little 
attention in the Eastern States of the Union, 
has been to thoughtful men on the Pacific 
coast a source of grave anxiety. 
THE FUTURE OF CALIFORNIA. 
I have spoken with candor of the past ; 
hut a pleasanter duty awaits me in speaking 
of the future. 
T hat California, and the 
whole Pacific coast, is now passing into an 
era of the greatest prosperity and most rapid 
development, there are evidences on every 
hand. 
Daring all this timo of comparative de­ 
pression, business has been adjusting itself to 
the new order of things consequent upon 
closer communication with the rest of the 
w orld; agriculture 
has been 
extending; 
manufactures taking ro o t; a greater economy 
being learned, and a broader and more stable 
base prepared for the growth of the future— 
the transition, in fact, taking place from an 
industrial and eocial system largely character­ 
ized by tho speculative ar.d restless tendencies 
of the early days, to an industrial and social 
system partaking of the character of those 
stable occupations which if they yield few 
sudden prizjs are more certain in their re­ 
sults. 
SAN FRANCISCO. 
Though San Francisco has not recently 
been growing with the rapid strides to which 
her people had become accustomed—and, in 
fact, during the few years previous to 18S0, 
her population actually lessened—yet the 
agricultural districts have been steadily fill­ 
ing up. 
The cum ber of people engaged in 
watching stock-indicator?, and in supplying 
the demands of extravagant habits by buying 
and selling fictitious values, has greatly 
diminished, but the number of people en­ 
gaged in those industries which are produc­ 
tive of actual wealth has proportionately in­ 
creased, 
and 
between 
producers and ex­ 
changers a better equilibrium has been estab­ 
lished. A il this year there has been a gradual 
but steady improvement in the business of 
San Francisco — just such an improvement 
as in the Eastern cities indicated the passing 
away of the depression from which they had 
so long suffered, and the approach of that 
era of prosperous activity now in full course. 
There is no better index -of the business of 
the Pacific coast than the transactions of 
VVells, Fargo & Company, and never before 
have these been larger. 
The condition of 
our banks was never stronger; there is an 
abundance of capital, and the rate of inter­ 
est has fallen to an approximation to the 
Eastern standard ; there is a readiness to 
invest in permanent improvements, and the 
demand for labor is active and healthy. 
THE PRODUCT OF THE PRECIOI S METALB 
In the U nited States reached its highest point 
in 1877, when the mines of N evala alone 
yielded 851,580,290—within a few hundred 
thousand dollars of the total product of all 
the States and Territories in 1870. 
Since 
th at time there has been a progressive de­ 
cline in Nevada, where the product sunk to 
$15,031,621 last year ; but a large increase in 
Colorado and Arizona. 
U tah has fallen off 
slightly, but D akota more than makes up the 
deficiency, while the production of Califor­ 
nia remains at about the same figure which 
it has now m aintained for some year?. 
As 
Wells, Fargo & Co. handle nearly all the 
bullion produced on the Pacific coast, their 
records, supplemented by careful and sys­ 
tem atic inquiries, give a very close estimate 
of the total production. The following table, 
taken from the annual statem ents of VVells, 
Fargo k Company, will show the annual pro­ 
duct of the States and Territories west of the 
Missouri river, including B ritish Columbia, 
and receipts in San Francisco from the west 
coast of Mexico, for the last eleven years : 
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The foregoing statem ent inclndes the lead 
and copper which result from the smelting 
of the base bullion ore of Nevada, U tah and 
Colorado, 
This lead amounted in 1830 to 


7.16 per cent, of the whole product, having a 
value of $5,742,390, and the copper to 1.12 
per cent., valued a t $893,000. 
The fluctuations in the product of the va­ 
rious States and Territories since 1877, the 
year of the largest production, m ay be seen 
from the following table, also made up from 
the annual reports of Wells, Fargo & C o .:

The decline in the product of Nevada, 
which amounts to $36,548,679 as compared 
w ith 1877, is m ainly due to the decreased 
product of tire Comstock, which in 1S80 
yielded but $5,312,592 as against $37,911,710 
in 1877, a falling off of $32,509,118, but some 
of the other districts have also declined, as 
for instance the 
Eureka, which 
yielded 
$4,649,025 in 1880 as against $5,840,201 in 
1879. 
THE TENDENCY OF GOLD MINING 
To assume a stable character is shown by the 
steadiness which the product of California 
has m aintained from year to year. 
The ex­ 
trem ely rich deposits in which nature bsB 
concentrated her treasures are hard to dis­ 
cover and liable to give out. 
B ut the great 
improvements which have taken place in 
mining machinery and methods now enable 
the working with profit of low grade ores, of 
which there are regular and enormous de­ 
posits. 
H ow mining of this kind is develop­ 
ing is shown by the fact th at the founderies 
of San Francisco during the past year have 
turned ont machinery for over a thousand 
stamps. 
N or is the effect of this cheapening 
of production confined to California alone, 
though owing to the abundance of low grade 
ores on the western elope of the Sierra it 
may prove of more importance to her than to 
any other of the gold-producing States. The 
great increase in the bullion product of D a­ 
kota, noticeable in the previous table, is due 
to the working of ore which a few years ago 
would have been considered unprofitable. 
W hether any such bonanzas as those of 
California and Consolidated V irginia yet re­ 
m ain in the Comstock, is a question which 
can only be determined by further explora­ 
tion. 
But, even should no such bonanzas he 
found, the deposits of low-grade ore which 
have heretofore been passed by, will, under 
careful management, and with cheaper m eth­ 
ods, yield steady and large returns—returns 
which if less likely to stim ulate speculation, 
are more likely to add to solid wealth. 
The 
injunctions which have this year suspended 
the operations of some of the principal 


HYDRAULIC MINES 
Of California, may lessen by some millions 
the gold h a rv est; but the movement to re­ 
strain the hydraulic miners from washing 
their tailings into the valleys, where they fill 
up the beds of the streams and destroy agri­ 
cultural land, is in itself an evidence of a 
growing conservatism of feeling—of the in­ 
creasing disposition to look upon California 
as a country in which perm anent homes are 
to be made. 
If the hydraulic miners still go 
on washing down the hills, they will, a t least, 
be compelled to minimize the destructive 
effect by damming up the tailiDgs. 
The 
stream s of California will in a little while 
flow as clear again as they did when the gold 
seekers first sought their banks, and the 
product of farm and orchard, and vineyard, 
will more than make up for any diminution 
in the gold obtained by washing away the 
BOÍI. 
AGRICULTURE. 
I t is already evident, th a t in the agricult­ 
ural capabilities of her soil lie the possibili­ 
ties of California’s greatest wealth. 
Califor­ 
nia is to-day not a mining, but an agricultural 
State. 
H er wheat crop last year, after sup­ 
plying all home demands, including th at of 
distilling, gave a surplus for export of no less 
than 1,400,000 tons—a surplus worth even at 
the lew rates th at prevailed en account of the 
scarcity of tonnage, $37,500,000, or more than 
twice the whole bullion product of the State. 
Or to put it in another way, the wheat crop 
of California for 1880 was worth more thau 
half as mnch as the bullion product of the 
whole U nited States. 
But, great as are the 
possibilities of grain-growing in California, it 
is now hecomiug apparent th at the most val­ 
uable of her industries iu the future will be 
th at of the 
VINEYARD AND ORCHARD. 
California is by nature the Franco of A m er­ 
ica ; yet, in spite of the natural adaptation of 
her soil and climate to the culture of the 
grape, wine-making in California has had 
many difficulties to contend with, arising 
pattiy from w ant of experience as to soils, 
varieties, modes of culture ar.d manufacture, 
partly from the necessity of developing the 
proper organization 
and 
machinery, and 
partly from the time required to gain a repu­ 
tation and secura en assured m arket. 
I t is 
only within the last few years th at all these 
difficulties, inseparable from the naturaliza­ 
tion of a new industry, m ay be said to have 
been definitely overcome. 
B ut they have 
been overcome. 
The grape-growers of Cali­ 
fornia can now sell their grapes as certainly 
as the farmer can sell his wheat, and a t far 
more remunerative prices. 
There is an ap­ 
parently limitless demand for the purpose of 
supplying you. gentlemen of tho Eastern 
States, with w hat you deem to be foreign 
wines, while some California wines are already 
beginning to make a reputation which it d ies 
not pay to disguise under a foreign label. 
California is now sending to the A tlantic 
coast more wine than is imported from 
France, and it is estim ated th at the wine 
crop of last year yielded to the growers near­ 
ly 33,500,000. 
The curing and packing of 
raisins has only recently commenced, but it 
is already an assnred industry. W hat is true 
of the product of the vine is also true of 


THE PRODUCT OF THE ORCHARD. 
For the finer qualities of fruit, such as will 
bear long railroad transportation, or are pre­ 
ferred by the Banners, there has been devel­ 
oped a m arket which seems impossible to 
glut. 
In San Francisco, iu Alameda and San 
.Tose are fruit-canning establishments which, 
during the busy season, employ over a thou­ 
sand hands apiece, and all over the State, 
wherever there is an im portant fruit district, 
this indnstry is rapidly developing. Orchards 
of the finer varieties of peaches, plums, pears, 
nectarines, etc., are being set out in all parts 
of the State, and in the southern section the 
culture of semi-tropical fruit ia attaining 
large dimensions. 
Considerable quantities of 
fresh fruit, carefully selected aud packed, 
are forwarded by exprees to the Eastern 
cities, even at the high rates of freight now 
ruling, and with cheaper railroad communica­ 
tion, or a means of preserving fruit so as to 
enable it to stand the slower carriage of regu- 
ular freight trains (which, it íb now said, has 
been discovered), this business m ast enor­ 
mously increase. 


GROWTH OF MANUFACTURES. 
W ith the growth of these stable and profit­ 
able industries there is also going on a vigor­ 
ous growth of manufactures. 
San Francisco 
is becoming an im portant 
manufacturing 
point, already producing manufactured goods 
to an aggregate value of over $72,000,000 per 
annum, and a beginning has, during the past 
year been made towards utilizing the large 
deposits of fine iron ore which art* to be found 
in the State, the smelting works recently 
opened at Clipper Gap, a short distance from 
Sacramento, on the line of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, sending already to the San F ran­ 
cisco foundries a quality of iron ore equal to 
the very best Swedish iron imported. 
Thus while the great failing off in the pro­ 
duction of the Nevada silver mines, and the 
reaction from the inflation of the mining stock 
mania, brought a depression which has not 
yet entirely passed away, the less Bhowy but 
more stable branches of industry have been 
steadily developing the perm anent resources 
of the country, until now a solid starting 
point has been gained for another period of 
great activity and rapid growth. 
The indus­ 
trial and financial history of California is 
illustrated in 


THE BANKING BUSINESS, 
The condition of which shows the gratifying 
character of the changes th at have gone on, 
and the Bolidity of the basis_ now attained. 
In the early days of California banking was 
altogether in the hands of individuals or 
firms, who were subject to no legal supervi­ 
sion, and of whose responsibility little was 
known. 
The currency was gold dust and 
coin—at first principally the former. 
The 
miner and country dealer sold their gold dust 
to the banker, who shipped it to the East, to 
cover bills sold to the importer. 
The profits 
on this business were good—there was a 
margin on the gold and the rato of exchange 
was high. 
B ut in the loaning of money the 
risks were so great th at even at five, and 
sometimes ten per cent, per month, accumu­ 
lations 
were 
comparatively 
small. 
The 
choice of securities was limited, and the valse 
of property uncertain. 
Sweeping floods, 
and desolating fire?, due to the temporary 
character of building, sudden changes of 
jiopulation owing to the working out of old 


placers or the discovery of fresh ones, and 
fluctuations in stocks of goods drawn from 
distant markets, with which communication 
could only be had a t intervals, gave even to 
the ordinary branches of trade a speculative 
character, and introduced a large element of 
risk into all calculations. 
The merchant 
whose responsibility was undoubted to-day 
m ight be bankrupt to-morrow. 
W ith the 
development of our m aterial interests, how­ 
ever, all this has changed. 
W e have now 
substantial edifices in place of the light 
structures of former time?. 
Values of all 
kinds are more stable, and our organizations 
for the protection of property are as 


COMPLETE AND EFFICIENT 
As those in auy p u t of the world. 
The tele­ 
graph and railroad and the growth of local 
industries have insured to trade regularity of 
Bupply and steadiness of price. 
The produc­ 
tion of silver has been added to th at of gold, 
and ample facilities exist for the conversion 
of both into coin, which is still our circulating 
medium. 
In short, the steady growth of all 
stable interests has removed the difficulties 
which beset business in the earlier times ; the 
accumulation of wealth has been very great, 
and the credit of our State, and of our bank­ 
ers and merchants, is in the very front rank. 
The healthy m aterial resources and the ex­ 
pansion of our commerce in all direction has 
given a wider range cf securities and a broader 
basis for banking operations. 
Situated upon 
the highway to the Orient, the bullion m ar­ 
ket 
of 
the 
world, 
the 
advantages 
of 
San 
Francisco 
os 
a 
financial 
center have attracted some of the most con­ 
servative and substantial foreign institutions, 
which in establishing branches have largely 
supplemented local capital. 
Banking with 
us still retains slight local peculiarities, due 
to habita to which our business community 
have become accustomed, and are loth to 
give up, such as the making of commercial 
creditB in the form of overdrafts rather thau 
of discounts; but in stability, in the ef­ 
ficiency of their aid to business, in intelli­ 
gence and conservatism of management, oar 
hanks have no superiors. 
W ith few excep­ 
tions they are joint stock associations, incor­ 
porated under State or Federal laws, and 
subject to the inspection of a Board of Com­ 
missioners, whose reports are regularly pub­ 
lished.

DESTINED SHORTLY TO ASSUME AN ISIPORTANCE 
In the industrial and commercial world which 
a few years ago would have been deemed in­ 
credible, may now be clearly seen. 
There is 
in all the past no parallel to the rapid devel­ 
opment now going on west of the Mississippi. 
Railroads are huilt in every direction, and 
with the railroad is everywhere going settle­ 
m ent and improvement. 
Farm s are beiDg 
taken u p ; mines, not alone of the precious 
metals, but of the finest qualities of iron and 
coal, are being opened; towns b u ilt; and vast 
plains th at but a short tim e ago were the 
range of the Indian and the buffalo, are being 
filled with stock. 
The strong tide of imm i­ 
gration already reaches the base of the 
Rocky M ountains, and veryV.on its currents 
m ust pass on to the Pacific. 
Four more great roads are now pushing for­ 
ward to connections 
between cceau and 
ocean—the Southern 
Pacific, 
the A tlan­ 
tic and Pacific, the N orthern Pacific and the 
Canadian Pacific. 
Of these, the one which 
will be soonest completed, and is of the great­ 
est importance to California, is the Southern 
Pacific, which by its junction with the A tch­ 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe, haB already 
opened a second line of communication be­ 
tween S anF ranciscoanl the East, and which, 
having secured some links by purchase, has 
now less than four hundred miles of rail to 
lay to finish its own continuous line to G al­ 
veston and New Orleans. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 
The importance of this road to the develop­ 
m ent of California, arises not merely from 
the fact that it brings a vast and rich country 
into commercial relations w ith San F ran ­ 
cisco, and opens a route from tide-water to 
tide-water a thousand miles shorter than the 
present route, hut from the fact th at it is an 
extension of the California system, and from 
ocean to ocean will be owned and managed 
by a California company. 
I t is in some 
quarters the fashion to rail against railroad 
consolidation, and to point to the great 
“ captain8of industry” who in the natural 
development of the railroad system have 
come into the direction of this business, as 
examples of a concentration of wealth and 
power bo vast as to threaten the perpetuity 
of our institutions. 
In part these fears 
may spring 
from 
honest, though, I am 
inclined 
to 
think, 
mistaken 
view?, but 
in greater part they are simply appeals to 
jealousy. 
We have not been exempt from 
this in C alifornia; in tru th we have probably 
heard even more than the people of the E ast­ 
ern States, of the injuries and dangers of an 
overshadowing railroad monopoly, and the 
fact th at our entire railroad system, w ith the 
exception of some short local roads, is owned 
and controlled by a few associates, who 
tw enty years ago were far from being the 
richest men iu the State, is often alluded to 
in other parts of the country as a striking 
instance of the dangerous concentration of 
wealth. 
I t is true th at the men who a t the 
time when a Pacific railroad was still looked 
upon as 
A WILD DREAM, 
H ad the enterprise to risk their reputations 
and means in the effort to carry an iron 
highway over the Sierras, have reaped a 
splendid reward, and as the fruits of their 
faith and business talent, now own and 
operate a still extending system, which al­ 
ready embraces nearly 4,000 miles of line. 
B ut despite all the jealousy th at their ac­ 
quisitions may have excited, there is no 
doubt th at it has been on the whole good 
for California th at railroad management has 
been thus concentrated. 
Railroad develop­ 
m ent has unquestionably been more regular, 
and thorough, aDd healthy, and the economy 
in building and running much greater than it 
would have been bad the California railroad 
system been in the hands of a dozen differ­ 
ent companies, each working independently, 
and often a t cross purposes, and each m ain­ 
taining a separate staff, and wasting means 
in opposition aud rivalry which the public 
at large m ast ultim ately make np. 
Of the 
enormous sums thus saved by a 


SINGLE INTELLIGENT AND HARMONIOUS MAN­ 
AGEMENT, 
The portion taken by theBe men for thefc* 
own personal put poses amounts to an insig­ 
nificant percentage. 
And after all that is 
said of their collcssal wealth it still remains 
true that they have used this wealth but aB 
trustees for the whole community. 
The 
{ 
irofits of the roads have not merely been 
arger than they would have been under di­ 
verse managements, but these profits and the 
credit th at has been acquired have been used 
in building more road. 
If the people of_ Cal­ 
ifornia have had any reason to complain of 
high freights and fares they cannot complain 
th at the taxation to which they were thus 
subjected has been used for personal pur­ 
poses. 
On the contrary, all the revenues and 
resources of the California railroad managers 
have been directed to such extensions of the 
system as would ultim ately secure the lowest 
possible freights and fares, aDd be of the 
largest benefit to the whole community. 


THE FIRST PACIFIC ROAD, 
A lthough it accomplished the great desidera­ 
tum of bringing California into railroad com­ 
munication with 
the States east of the 
Missouri river, did not, as I have previously 
said, fulfill all the expectation? and supply 
all the needs of California. 
The long dis­ 
tance from ocean to ocean, the steep grades, 
the terrific battle which every winter must 
be waged with snow, make it too expensive a 
route for the great mass of immigrants, and 
for the transportation of all hut the most 
valuable 
cla-ses of 
freight. 
And, 
fur­ 
thermore, 
the 
fact 
th at tho California 
road 
was 
but 
the 
western 
link 
in 
the chain, 
placed its managers in ab­ 
solute dependence upon other companies 
as to auy policy they m ight wish to 
adopt for the encouragement of immigra­ 
tion or the development of California indus­ 
try?. 
The men whose enterprise and energy 
were equal to the feat, at th at time unpar­ 
allelled, of scaling the Sierra, and carrying 
the California end of the road to a junction 
with the Union Pacific at Ogden, saw these 


di-advantages even before they were popu­ 
larly realized; and quietly but steadily they 
have bent their efforts to the enterprise of 
uniting ocean to ocean by a line of steel rails, 
under but one management, which should 
not only be much shorter, but should avoid 
both the steep grades and the deep snows 
th at render the more central line so ex­ 
pensive. 
This enterprise, which in the fore­ 
thought th at has prom pted it, 


THE GRAND RESULTS 
To which it looks, and the quiet energy w ith 
which it has been pushed forward, stands 
foremost iu the achievements of railroad 
building, is now almost completed, and be­ 
fore twelve months have passed, trains cf 
the Southern Pacific Railroad of California 
will run over their own track from San F ran­ 
cisco to Galveston and Now Orleans. 
The 
fresh stimulus which the completion of this 
road m ust give to the develt pm ent of C ali­ 
fornia and the whole Pacific coast, the new 
life which it m ust ir.fuse into business, is at 
once apparent. 
W ith a line of steamers at 
the easteru term inus of the read, such as the 
Railroad Company now run to Japan and 
China from the western terminus, a through 
route under one management is secured from 
the Orient to Europe, and commerce which 
now takes the way of the Suez Canal, or tho 
circuitous route around the Cape of Good 
Hope, m ust find its path through San F ran­ 
cisco Bay. 


IT WILL BECOME POSSIBLE 
To land in San Francisco im m igrants from 
Southampton or Liverpool, or H avre, or 
Bremen, at rates which it now costs them to 
reach Denver or St. Paul, and to the wheat 
and other bulky articles th at constitute the 
true staples of California, a new route will 
he opened, which relieves the growers from 
the disadvantages now imposed upon them by 
the changes in the course of trade and the 
scarcity of tonnage. 
To move to its m arkets 
the surplus crops of California, freights have 
to be offered sufficient to attract ships from 
distances of eight and ten thousand miles, and 
even with these high freights, no less than 
700.000 tons of last year’s crop was left over 
in growers’ hands and warehouse. 
B ut this 
is not all. 
The 
long 
voyage 
around 
the 
tempestuous 
H orn 
makes 
it 
im ­ 
possible to ship in bulk, and all the grain of 
California hae to be sacked and bandied. 
The opening of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
as an outlet for the crops of California will 
make the usa of the elevator system possible, 
will relieve the farm er of the coat of sacks 
and handling, and will moreover lead to a 
better cleaning and classification, from the 
neglect of which the reputation and price of 
California wheat have of late years seriously 
suffered. 
The prospect of the opening of 
this great through road has already stim ulated 
the pushing westward of other roads, and one 
after another these new avenues are about to 
open up the Pacific coast to 


ENTERPRISE AND POPULATION. 
From each great trunk line lateral branches 
are building or are projected, and in a few 
years all im portant districts, w hether mining 
or agricultural, will enjoy the benefits of 
railroad communication with the rest of the 
world. 
And within the same short space of 
a few years Mexico is, by the railroad enter­ 
prises already begun or assured, destined to 
the most wouderful transformation. 
W ith 
all her rich resources she will take her place 
as one of the most im portant provinces in 
th at great commercial empire whose western­ 
most center is on San Francisco Bay. 
Iu short, the future of the industrial and 
financial interests of California, and of the 
whole Pacific coast, never seemed 
more 
bright, and the era of prosperity and rapid 
growth, upon which «ve are about entering, 
m ust make itself felt in the increased pros­ 
perity of the whole country. 


SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 


D r. M onk, Dr. I.cwin and N . Tschir- 
w insky have decided in a paper published 
in B iederm ann’a CentraUBlatt (No. 9), th a t 
glycerine is a substance possessing little or 
no n u tritiv e properties. 
M. II. Pellet has tested plants, m uscular 
juice and yeast for ammonia. 
In plants he 
finds it to be w idely distributed. 
In 100 
gram m es of beef he detected .15 of am m o­ 
nia, and in yeast an average percentage of 
.059. 
Pepsinc is proving itself to be of extraor­ 
dinary efficacy in destroying worms in the 
stom ach and bowels w ithout causing any 
in ju ry to the highly organized tissues, even 
w hen it is deem ed necessary to use very 
large doses. 
D rs. W agner and Prinz recom m end th a t 
instead of applying farm -yard m anure to 
vineyards, and chem ical m anure to arable 
land, exactly th e opposite course should be 
adopted to secure th e best productive re­ 
suits. 
The comiiosition of oa**s, as ascertained 
from 120 analyses by MM. L. Granileau 
and A. Leclerc, is as follows : M oisture, 
10.01 ; nitrogenous bodies, 9 8 0 ; non-nitro- 
genous extractive, 59.09 : fat, 4.5S ; cellu­ 
lose, 11.20 ; aud ash, 3 32. 
Alcoholic ferm entation generated in the 
roots of apple trees has been found hv Dr. 
Van Tieghein to he often the cause of d i­ 
sease in such trees. 
As the roots do n et 
som etim es re c e iv e e n o u g h of oxygen in w et 
w eather d ra in a g e is th e rem edy recom­ 
m ended. 
A t last there is an effort m aking to lay 
telegraph wires underground. 
The long- 
suffering character of th e A m erican people 
could not he b etter illustrated thau by 
pointing to th e hideous poles and w ires 
th at are perm itted to disfigure the streets 
of our great cities. 
I t is probable th a t very soon th e southern 
p art of th e T erritory of U tah w ill supply 
enough of antim ony for th is country and 
render unnecessary any im portations of 
th a t substance. 
The ore m ined about 140 
miles from Salt Lake C ity yields from 60 
to 65 per cent, of antim ony. 
W ith regard to diastase—th a t peculiar 
feim ent «leveloped during th e process of 
germ ination— M. J. K jelahl m aintains th a t 
a sm all qu an tity of acid increases, b u t th a t 
a large portion dim inishes, its action. 
A 
very little am ount of alcohol checks the 
efficacy of th e diastase altogether, and is 
therefore, in his opinion, injurious. 
T he proportions of carbonic acid, says 
Dr. M. Popper, vary a t different depths of 
one and the same well, decreasing upw ard. 
T here is no relation betw een th e am ount 
of carbonic acid in the w ater and its level, 
b ut its percentage increases w ith a fall of 
the barom eter. 
The variations in th e pro­ 
portions of chlorine and carbonic acid do 
not correspond.

It is pretty gen­ 
erally understood th at lotteries are frauds, 
yet the hope of realizing something for lit­ 
tle or nothing plunges men into speculation 
and makes the lottery sharks rich.” 
The 
agent added th at the company in which he 
was interested was perfectly legitimate, but 
admitted th at the business afforded an op­ 
portunity for wholesale fraud. 
He said if 
he insured all sorts of subjects, as other 
agents did, he could make S50 a day. 
Some old persons were insured the very 
day of their death, and policies were issued 
in a number of cases after the subject had 
actually died. 
The graveyard insurance doctor is a 
great factor in the business, and has al­ 
ready become a character. 
He neglects 
all other practice for this, and devotes 
most of his time to tilling blank forin3 
certifying th at all sorts of persons, whom 
he has never seen, much less examined, 
are in the enjoyment of good health and 
lit subjects for insurance. 
For this ser­ 
vice the doctor receives $1 or $2 per cer­ 
tificate. 
In exceptional cases he is well 
paid, as, for instance, when he tills a cer­ 
tificate for somebody who is dying or al­ 
ready dead. 
A prominent physician who 
had attended a graveyard insurance patient 
who died on the outskirts of the city the 
other 3ay, was accosted in the street by 
a policy-holder who had $1,000 on the de­ 
ceased, and offered $300 of the amount if 
he would simply change the date of the 
certificate to the Hoard of Health so as to 
represent that the subject died a day later 
than he did. 
The policy was issued just 
the day the person died, and this was suffi­ 
cient to vitiate it unless the doctor could 
make other representations. 
The doctor 
declined, aud was no soonc-r rid of policy­ 
holder No. 1 than another called him into 
his house and offered him $300 to change 
the date of the death certificate. 
Policy­ 
holder No. 2 had $5,000 insurance on the 
same person in another company. 
The 
doctor declined all offers, but he was dere­ 
lict in his duty to the public when he did 
not cause the arrest of the persons who 
had made these overtures. 
Notwithstanding the great number of 
companies now scattered throughout the 
Siate, new charters are granted daily’ by 
the State Department at Harrisburg for 
the formation of assessment insurance as­ 
sociations without capital, credit or com­ 
mon decency. 
Tne companies take some 
alluring mines, such as the “ Hope and 
Help ’’company, “ The Poor Man’s Friend,” 
the “ Reliable,” the “ Guardian Angel,” 
and such goody-goody appellations as are 
calculated to screen their real purposes and 
deceive the gullible public. ’ Iu a short 
time we shall hear of some startling crimes 
perpetrated by policy-holders who grow 
desperate paying their hard earnings away 
and realizing nothing. 
An incident is reported in the suburbs of 
an old man named Hall, upon whose life a 
syndicate had policies aggregating $10,000, 
being sent ou long errands daily along the 
railroad, about tiain time. The unsuspect­ 
ing subject usually went along the track 
cheerfully, but managed to dodge the train. 
A t last the nefarious plot of the insurance 
sharks w as discovered, and Hall refused to 
do any more errands requiring loDg walks 
upon the railroad. 
When a well-insured subject dies in the 
coal-fields there is generally a big wake 
and an imposing funeral, the policy-holders 
generally beiEg the principal mourners. 
The death of old persons is now made the 
cause of general rejoicing, and gray hairs 
are no longer carried “ in sorrow to the 
grave.” 
It is thought the Insurance Com­ 
missioner, knowing the character of these 
criminal concerns, is neglecting his duty 
when he does not take steps to revoke their 
charters aud put a stop to the infamous 
business.

Tibbies' Reward for Championing the 
Cause of the Poncas, 


A t the 
Presbyterian mission, Omaha 
reservation, in B urt county, Nebraska, on 
Saturday, July 23d, Mr. T. H. Tibbies and 
Miss Suselte La Flesche were married by 
the Rev. Mr. M artin. 
Mr. Tibbies is well 
known in Omaha and throughout 
the 
United States as the philanthropist who 
interested himself so successfully iu behalf 
of the down trodden Poncas, and who 
made such a bitter fight on Carl Schurz 
and the Interior Department during the 
Administration of President Hayes. Dur­ 
ing the last two or three years he has spent 
most of his time in the Eastern cities, 
where he has been engaged in the cause of 
the nob!» but much-abused red man. 
His 
career is too well known to our readers to 
need repetition at this time. 
Suffice it to 
say that lie is an enthusiast in whatever 
cause he engages. 
In the East, and partic­ 
ularly in Boston and New York, he was 
well received and made a good impression, 
and succeeded in advancing the cause of 
the Indians. 
He has recently had pub­ 
lished by G. W. Carleton & Co. a well- 
w ritten story, in which he criticises the 
Indian ring. 
.Susette La Flesche, whose 
Indian name is Inshta Theamba, meaning 
“ Bright Eyes,” Í3 the daughter of Joseph 
La Flesche, or Iron Eye, who was for 
fifteen years the head chief of the Omaha 
tribe of Indians, and who was the first In ­ 
dian who advocated the making of the ab­ 
origines citizens of the United States, and 
compelling them to become self-sustaining 
and civilized. 
His daughter, who is now 
Mrs. Tibbies, has Omaha, 
l’onea, and 
French blood coursing through her veins, 
and is a remarkable woman. 
She is not 
only beautiful, but she is accomplished. 
She has received a finished education. She 
first attended school at the Presbyterian 
Mission at the Omaha reservation, and 
afterward graduated at a well-known semi­ 
nary at Elizabeth, New Jersey, where she 
was awarded the highest prize for English 
composition. 
During the last two years 
she has lectured frequently iu Boston, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, New York, Balti­ 
more, and other E ist m cities, with marked 
success, her principal theme being the 
wrongs of the red men. 
Her lectures have 
been translated into nearly every European 
language. 
A t present she is engaged in 
writing for Scribner’s M onthly Magazine, 
the Youth’s Compauion, and other periodi­ 
cals. 
She has formed the acquaintance of 
nearly all the prominent literary people in 
the United Stales, and has gained for her­ 
self a national reputation.

In consequence of the quarrel between the 
Y osem iteand M anhattan w iD gs of the city 
Democracy, the State Central Committee on 
W ednesday night last ordered both Conven­ 
tions to adjourn, 
They partially complied. 
To day the S tite Central and County Com- 
niittecs m et and passed a resolution to meet 
again to-morrow, for the purpose of appoint­ 
ing a new nom inating Convention, from 
which all members nf the State and County 
Committees, and of both the present Con­ 
ventions, are to be excluded. This resolution 
was sent into the Yosemita and M anhattan 
Conventions, which met this evening, and by 
both it was prom ptly tabled. The Ycsemites 
then sent a compromise proposition to the 
M auhattans, offering to give them half the 
members of the new Convention, and recog­ 
nizing the bargain of the Yosswites with the 
W orkingm en, viz., to give the latter the 
Sheriff, Auditor, Tax Collector, two Super­ 
visors and two School Directors. The propo- 
aion was accepted by a large maj irity. 
In 
view of this compromise, it is expected th at 
the move of the State and County Commit­ 
tees will come to grief. 


ARRIVED FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 


S a n F r a n c is o o , A ugu-t 12th.—1The steam ­ 
er B tljic rrrived to-day from China and 
-Japan, bringing the following advices : 


H o n g k o n g , Ju ly lS ;b .—A severe typho-n 
has raged in the mid China Sea, and t-.uched 
Shanghai. 
M uch damage was dor.e to ship­ 
ping and some hivoc occurred ashore. 
Captain Scott, Royal N avy Commander of 
th e man-of-war Lapwing, shot himself in 
consequence of the adver.-e trading of the 
C ourt of Inquiry, held a: Shanghai, into the 
circumstances of the collision between his 
ship and a Chinese m erchant steamer. 
The fortifications at the foot of the great 
■wall in the Liaut mg Gulf are being rapidly 
constiucted under the supervision of two for­ 
eigners in the employ of Viceroy Li. 
M inister Angel! returns home in the fall. 
The relations between China and Japan 
continue straiued on the L )C) Choo question. 
Jap an maintains ber sovereign rights over 
the islands, and the Japanesa Consul at 
Shanghai has ostentatiously taken charge of 
the crew of Loo Choo sailors brought there 
in distress. 
The natural course would have 
been for the Chinese authorities to assume 
pro'ection of the sailors, but they were fore­ 
stalled. 
The head office of the Pacific Mail Com­ 
pany in the East will be removed from Yoko­ 
ham a to Hongkong, preliminary to probable 
more im portant changes. 


Y o k o h a m a , Ju ly 28:h.—The M ikado starts 
on a northern tour on the ".din instant, all 
preparations being completed. 
He will be 
absent from the capital about eighty days. 
The British detached squadron, a formida­ 
ble lleet, has put into Nagasaki, and is cruis­ 
ing round these islands previous to a rendez­ 
vous with the flying squadron accompanying 
th e English Princes, expected to arrive here 
in Seytrmber.

In their information they alleged 
th a t A. B. Hotchkiss, while D istrict A ttor­ 
ney ot San Diego, during the two years from 
M arch, 1874, to 1875, a t the instance of 
Dow ney and Phillips, the owners of land, 
against whom a tax sued for h id bpcn levied, 
and in consideration of S'-CO rr.id by said 
D iwney and Phillips, did cunuptly nnel 
wrongfully dismiss all of said suits and ap- 
propiialsd the money to his own use. 
Hum ors are rife that the plans of the man­ 
agers of the M irket-street Railroad to change 
th e road into a cvblo read have been aban­ 
doned. 
Certain it is th at there is no work 
being done on the road, n r has there been 
for m any mouths, th a t wouid give evidence 
th a t the endless cable would soon usurp the 
place of the much abused car horse in draw­ 
ing; the cars on this road. 
W ith a view to 
gaining information regarding the st ppage of 
.tfcii work, a reporter Thursday called upon a, 


gentleman whose connection with our street 
railroads enables him to speak intelligently 
of them. H e said : As for the M arket-street 
road using the cable system, I don’t think it 
ever will. 
They have sent an agent to Ber­ 
lin to inspect the working of the electric road 
there, and if it is a success the M arket-street 
company will adopt it. 
M oney will not be 
taken into consideration if the electric motor 
meets the expectations of the M arket-street 
cvmpany. 
Ia the case of People vs. Flahane, where 
defendant is under sentence of death for mur­ 
der in Colusa county, the Supreme Court has 
set aside the verdict and ordered a new trial. 
In its instructions the Court based its in­ 
structions upon the theory that it wa3 neces­ 
sary for the defendant to establish nr. his trial, 
not only th at there was a reasonable ground 
to apprehend a design on the part of the de­ 
ceased to kill the defendant, or to do him 
some great bodily injury, and imminent 
danger uf such design being accomplished, 
but also that it was absolutely necessary to 
kill the deceased in order to prevent the 
accomplishment of th at design. 
The error 
of the Court below was in leading the jury 
to require testimony th at the defendant was 
actually necessitated in killing deceased in 
order to save his Ufe, etc. 
Deceased might 
have been lb danger of his life and still have 
averted his danger by resorting to other means 
than homicide. 
Therefore it was error to 
instruct the jury th at the defendant was not 
justified in killing the deceased unless it was 
absolutely necessary to kill him in order to 
prevent him from killing the defendant, etc. 
Charles Crocker, President of the Southern 
Pacific Kaiiroad Company, said on Thursday 
to a reporter : 
“ Beyoud E l Paso, we are 
laying about one mile a day now, and expect 
to increase it soon. 
W e have been troubled 
somewhat for w ant of ties and on account of 
washouts, both of which have delayed track- 
laying, but our grading force is making good 
Drogress. 
From the other end, General 
Pierce is working a large force, and has al­ 
ready graded 125 miles, and laid sixty miles 
of track west of San Antonio ; and he expects 
to complete 200 miles before December, which 
will bring his end to the Rio Grande Canyon. 
W e expect to reach the western end of the 
Kio Grande Canyon next January. 
This will 
leave about eighty miles of hard work to le 
done, which we will tackle at both ends, and 
complete by Ju ly 4 ,1882. 
This give3 us a 
line to within a few miles of Galveston and to 
within 100 miles of New Orleans, where we 
connect with the Morgan road cr build on to 
New Orleans. 
In all probability, however, 
we will connect w ith the Morgan road. 
I t is 
possible, but not probable, th at there is a cer­ 
tain combination being formed to cut us out 
of our through connection by tiie way of the 
U nion Pacific. 
I can assure you, how­ 
ever, we are not unprepared for such a 
contingency, and expect to have, should 
such 
a 
programme 
be carried out, au 
Eastern connection a lorg time before the 
completion of such a road into California. I 
refer to the narrow-gauge being built into 
Salt Lake, and known as the Denver and Kio 
Grande Kailway. 
B ut in case of sncli a com­ 
bination as referred to, we will have an out­ 
let of our own. 
W e now have an engineering 
party ir. the field, surveying a line from 
Corirme, through the South Pass, by way of 
the Hams Fork coal fields; thence down the 
Sweetwater to the North Fork of the P la tte ; 
ih»nce following down the Platte for about 
100 miles, and crossing over to the head­ 
waters of the Niobrara river, and thence to 
Yankton, Dakota. 
The grades on such a 
route would be much lighter than these on 
the Union Pacific, and fully as easy of con­ 
struction. 
W e expect to build a line through 
that country for about one-third of what the 
Union Pacific cost. 
A t Yankton, of course, 
we would connect ivith the whole Eastern 
system of roads, all of which will be willing 
to unite with us and do businets on the best 
terms. 
W e would prefer uot to build such a 
line, but Mr. H untington informs me th at 
there is no difficulty in raising the capital to 
carry out this enterprise, and we intend to 
carry it out, providing the combination 
spoken of is perfected, and attem pts to carry 
out its project as reported. 
W e expect to 
have the surveys for this route com plete! by 
next December.” 
In the M int invistiga ion Thursday, the 
gist of Director Buicliard’s testimony was : 
In the fiscal year 1*7!’ SO there was S15 194,­ 
473 50 in silver coin produced at the Pnila- 
dclphia M int, and no wastage of silver in the 
R e fin e rs ’ and M elters’ D epartm ent in th at or 
a ly other m int except those in Carson and in 
this city. In Carrón the wastage ivas 8157 47, 
and in this M int here it was 821,700 00, with 
a silver coiuage cf 87,010,000. 
M r. Burchard 
did not consider th at a profit on bullion de­ 
posited was creditable to the m am gem ent of 
the m int, but was rather an evidence of in­ 
justice to depositors, in exacting fiom them 
too heavy deductions and^unnec.’ssary refin­ 
ing charges. 
I t was expected th at there 
would be some wastage, but both large gain 
and large wastage were to be avoided. 
The 
amount of low-grade bullion received in 
1870 SO was much greater than in the preced­ 
ing years. 
T hat fact should have p ut the 
Superintendent on his guard. 
If he knew 
that loss was being caused from this source, 
and he made no deductions in favor of the 
M elter and Refiner to cover it, it was not good 
management. 
W hen witness found such to 
be the condition of affairs in June, 1880, 
he directed the Superintendent to make 
deductions, and when the Superintendent did 
uot do it in all cases, again ordered him to 
do so. 
Mr. Burchard conceded th at in the 
case of bullion of copper base, the ba3e con­ 
taining other metals rendering it unfit for 
coinage, it would be cheaper to retine at first 
and lose the copper, even if the depositor 
did not pay for the work, than to have the 
unrefined ingots condemned and remelted, 
and save the copper. 
Charles N . Felton and 
W illiam F . Gregory were examined in con­ 
tradiction of George Hadsell, whose testi­ 
mony was to the effect that lie was discharged 
from the M int for being a partisan of Page, 
Mr. Dodge making it a condition of his re­ 
tention th at he should cease to be a Page 
man and become a Dodge man. 
Both 
contradicted Hadsell on the main point, 
E. 
A. Leech, adjuster of accounts in the office 
of the Director of the M int, testified to very 
many s ta t is tic ! of his office. 
Mr. Leech said 
that h : had exam ired the accounts of Mr, 
Dodge ; n ¡ually. 
There had bcea one or two 
petty disallowances of bis expense accounts 
by tie C ontroller; one for freight on the 
Central 
Pacific 
Railroad, 
and 
another 
for decorating the 
M int on 
the occa­ 
sion of the visit of 
President Hayes. 
Extended arguments were then had before 
the Commission, which adm itted the tables 
of wihus.i Leech. 
The first table, as pre­ 
pared by the witness, showed the expense of 
the M int exclusive of salaries, which have 
not changed, and the refinery—which has 
paid its way—from 1876 to 18S0, inclusive; 
also the coinage during the same time. 
In 
1876 the total was $597,251; in 1878, when 
Mr. Dodge took charge, it was 8391,181; in 
1880 it was $298,761, each year showing a de­ 
crease from the cost of the preceding year. 
In 1876 the coinage was 1 375.600. valued at

AN 
AMERICAN ADVENTURESS. 


T he case of W ilberforce against Philp, 
w hich has been a source of so m uch en ter­ 
tainm ent during th e past week, has sud­ 
denly and ignom iniously collapsed. 
Yes­ 
terday m orning th e plain tiffs counsel, after 
once or tw ice seem ing to w aver, announced 
th a t in consequence of a letter ju st received 
from A m erica he felt him self obliged to 
w ithdraw from th e case. There is a natural 
inclination to read scandal th a t ¡3 not too 
scandalous, and as this case conies under 
th a t description, we are probably right in 
assum ing th a t M iss W ilbcrforce’s recent 
history ia by th is tim e fam iliar to m ost of 
our readers. 
W e may then content our­ 
selves w ith a bare sum m ary of th e story, 
which certainly entitles th e plaintiff to a 
respectable place in the galleiy of cele­ 
brated adventuresses. 
She is first in tro 
duced to us as a clever and attractive-look- 
iug person, able a t least to pass as five-and- 
tw en ty , am! endowed w ith consi«lerable 
powers of fascination. 
She falls in w ith 
and captivates an old gentlem an of 7S, a 
doctor who has retired Irom a large prac­ 
tice, and who is therefore presum ably rich. 
W hether he actually w ishes to m arry or 
not is not proven, but it is certain that, 
after a short tim e, she take3 her position 
ir. hi3 house as his adopted daughter w ith 
th e assent of his fam ily. 
T his was in 
Ju ly , 1S79, an«l before m any m onths had 
elapsed she- appears to have aroused the 
suspicions of Dr. P h ilp ’s son, the defend­ 
an t in th e action, who th en begins to slan­ 
der her to his father—or, as th e ju ry have 
found, to open his eyes to th e real nature 
of th e person who had infatuated him. 
W ith th e assistance of th e C harity O rgan­ 
ization Society, he discovers th a t she is an 
im postor ; th a t she is not a W ilberforce at 
all ; th at h er story is full of contradictions, 
an«3, in a word, th a t she is by no means the 
eort of person in whose charge to leave a 
defenseless old man. 
The adopted daugh­ 
ter, however, does not mean to yield w ith­ 
out a straggle. 
In Novem ber, 1879, the 
action is begun, w hile she is still under 
Ur. Philp’s roof ; in Ju ly , 18S0, he is per­ 
suaded by his son to forbid her th e house ; 
and now a t length th e case comes betore 
judge and ju ry . 
T he plaintiff’s career, ac­ 
cording to her own showing, has been 
eventful enough, 
The daughter of 
an 
A m erican arm y surgeon, who did good 
service, eith er in the civil w ar ia 1SC2, or 
in th e w ar 
(unknow n 
to 
historians) 
“ betw een the U nited States and Mexico, 
in 
1S72”—she is no t sure w hich—she 
has an inherited taste for relieving the 
sufferings of th e wounded. 
She is a t the 
siege of Paris, and she is afterw ard at 
Plevna, which she leaves under the charge 
of Dr. Sandw ith, who never was a t Plevna, 
but who, a3 she well knows, is no longer 
alive to refute ibis portion of her story. 
R eturning to England, she engages in the 
congenial task of collecting m oney for the 
victim s of th e war, b u t hero the C harity 
O rganization Society, jealous, as sho would 
have us believe, of her as a rival in the re­ 
lief of distress, begins a course of persecu­ 
tion which discredits her and her fund. 
I t 
is a t this m om ent th a t Provideuce sends 
Dr. Philp, and her happy life w ith him 
begins. 
But again th e conspiracies of her 
enem ies are too many for her, and Captain 
P hilp,the defendant, after a period of cor­ 
diality, commences his attacks upon her 
character. 
To illustrate these a copy of a 
curious docum ent is produced, bu t all of 
them are copies, th e origínala having been 
eith er accidentally burned or deposited 
w ith the tru stee in d istan t Indianapolis. 
T he docum ent in question is the supposed 
letter of an Am erican detective, engaged 
by Captain Philp to get up the case against 
th e plaintiff, and it is to be classed w ith 
other docum ents—a long letter from the 
hypothetical trustee, a guarantee of th e 
costs of the su it from Dr. Philp and a tes­ 
tim onial from th e Am erican Consul at M ar­ 
seilles—as a group of papers the like of 
w hich is seldom seen in a C ourt of law. 
I t appears th a t M iss M abel W ilberforce, 
ranging th e w orld in search of a trustee, 
w ent curiously near th e m ark, but did not 
q uite h it it. 
T here had been a gentlem an 
of the nam e of P erry M orton living in I n ­ 
diana, and occupying (though she does not 
seem to have been aw are of it) the high 
position of th e Governor of th e State and 
U nited S tates Senator ; but, unfortunately, 
he died in 1877. 
I t is the letter of his be­ 
w ildered bu t quite unsuspicious son to the 
p lain tiffs solicitor th a t lias altered the 
whole complexion of th e case, and led M r. 
M urphy and his juniors to see th a t they 
co n lj have nothing m ore to do w ith it. 
W e will not pronounce an opinion on the 
vexed question of this lady’s age, b ut 
w hether it be 27 or 40 it is evident th a t 
she has had some considerable experience 
of life, and, in her straDge sphere of action, 
has secured some successes. 
T he wonder, 
then, is th a t she should have em barked on 
such a foolish adventure as this last. 
She 
h id had free quarters for a year w ith Dr. 
Philp ; she was leaving him w ith a parting 
gift of £250 ; th e charges against her were 
not to be proceeded w ith. 
W hat more 
could she desire? The w orld was all before 
her, and plenty of old gentlem en rem ained 
on w hom she m ight have tried her filial 
fascinations. 
B ut the letter from Indian­ 
apolis has upset everything.

paign was fought in th e D ry creek valley, 
a t tho prerent site of Bloch & Colson’, 
w inery, a few m iles from w here H ealdss 
burg is located. 
A t th a t tim e th e Caina 
M ero tribe had th eir principal ranchería 
located there, and all the low land was a 
dense underbrush. 
The Caina M eros were 
the only Indians engaged in th a t m em ora­ 
ble battle, w hich was fiercely waged and 
resulted in a rout of th e G eneral’s forces, 
the 
Indians 
having 
and 
holding tho 
vantage ground. 
T h at was in 1830, so we 
are inform ed, and it constituted G eneral 
V allejo’s last b a ttle 
w ith the Indians. 
M any have been the changes in, condition 
since then, and th e once noble Caina M ero 
and G uape is now an nnregenerate “ dig- 
gor,” possessing no sem blance of his proud 
and conquering ancestor, who successfully 
w ithstood tho assaults of disciplined sol­ 
diers, 
while 
tlie “ w arrior ” of to-day 
" fall3 dow n ” before the sim ple assault of 
one bad man w ith a bottle of bad w b iik y .—
